BOURBON ZFFORTS TO INJURE THE 
HON, WILLIAM M. LOWE. 

THE CHARGES AGAINST MARSHAL SLOSS DE- 
NOUNCED AS FALSE—THEY WERE 
TRUMPED UP TO DEFEAT THE INDE- 
PENDENT MOVEMENT. 

Wasurneton, April 4—The friends of 
the Hon, William M. Lowe, who is carrying 
on a contest for the seat in the House now oc 
cupied by Joseph Wheeler, of the Eighth Ala- 
bama District, say that the charges against 
Marshal Sloss, recently filed by ex-Deputy 
Marshal Hewlett with the Department of Jus- 
tice, asummary of which has been published 
in Toe Times, are false, at least so far as 
they refer to Mr. Lowe, and that they were 
made out of revenge for Hewlett’s dismissal 
from office by Sloss, after the investigation 
made by Special Agent Lancaster. They point 
to the statements made in Lancaster’s report, 
which has been sent to the Senate. He reports 
that Hewlett charged in his accounts for trans- 
porting one Houston King, as a guard in 
various cases, 213 miles, and that he admitted 
in an affidavit that King was a brakeman on 
® Yailroad, and had traveled only 130 
miles. He also reports that Hewlett charged 
for transporting a prisoner and his guard 232 
miles, and for the prisoner’s subsistence, when 
In fact the prisoner had no guard and paid his 
pwn expenses, Another case similar to this is 
reported, and also one in which a man who 


was on his way home and who paid all his ex- 
penses was put down as a guard, with charges 
for theservice. The facts are also given ina case 
where defendants were carried 247 miles by 
Hewlett, instead of taking them before the 
nearest Commissioner, mileage having been 
charged for them and their guards on the way 
home, when they had paid all their expenses 
each way. Mr. Lancaster says: ‘‘From the 
testimony of Bone, the Commissioner, and 
Hewlett, it will be seen that they desire to 
shirk the responsibility for the extraordinary 
expenses incurred in these cases, but the fact 
remains that they are responsible and the un- 
necessary fees were manufactured under the 
eppearance of law and are a complete swindle.” 

Some importanee is attached to this contro- 
versy because of its relation to the independ- 
ent movement in Alabama, of which Mr, 
Lowe is the head. His friends predict that the 
movement will revolutionize the polities of 
the State, and look upon him as the only man 
who can organize and leadit, The report of 
Mr, Lancaster shows that Marshal Sloss’s of- 
fice wasin very bad condition, and, while he 
describes the objectionable practices of Hew- 
lett and other Deputies, he does not spare the 
Marshal himself. It is said by Mr. Lowe’s 
friends that he has been opposed to the mal- 
ndiministration revealed by this report, and 
that his politieal sense would have led him to 
oppose it, if he had no better motive, for in 
his position he could not afford to allow the 
Federal service in his district to become dis- 
reputable if he could prevent it. 

The most important case mentioned in Hew- 
lott’s charges is the one relating to a seizure of 
goods in Greenbrier. It appears that after the 
Sheriff had taken the goods from Hewlett, and 
after the Sheriff had been arrested, Hewlett 
wrote to Attorney-General MacVeagh, in- 
timating that Jistrict Attorney Smith 
was intending to dismiss the case 
against the Sheriff and expressing a 
hope that the District Attorney would not 
*‘¢o back on the deputies.”” Mr. MacVeagh 
esked District Attorney Smith for an explana- 
tien. In his reply Mr. Smith said: ‘‘ That 
there was ever any agreement to dismiss the 
eases on the 25th inst. exists onJy in the 
imagination of Deputy Marshal Hewlett. 
There is not the semblance of truth in 

he statement.” He added that he intended 
vigorously to prosecute the Sheriff and 
nis posse because they ought to bs punished for 
the assault upon the deputies, but also asserted 
that the Sheriff had veo | levied upon the 
property and put it under lock and key, and 
that Hewlett and his companions were tres- 
passers in the first place. After making what 
seems to be a very fair explanation of the case, 
the District Attorney says: ‘‘ The trouble with 
Hewlett seems to be that he desires to be pro- 
tected in making arbitrary arrests without 
warrant, whether right or wrong.’? In 
this case Mr. Lowe was opposed to 
the punishment of the Sheriff, taking 
sbout the same ground as that held by the 
District Attorney, and his friends say that on 
this account he gained the enmity of Hewlett. 
It is also said that Marshal Sloss did not after- 
ward appoint one of the Sheriff’s posse a dep- 
uty on Mr. Lowe's tecommendation, but did 
appoint an Independent Democrat who had 
been a peace-maker in the affair. The asser- 
tion is made, on excellent authority, that, al- 
though Hewlett was the instigator of the pros- 
ecutien of the Sheriff, he could not be found 
when the cases came to trial, and that because 
of his absence and the absence of the original 
papers, the defendants had to be discharged. 

Other charges, in which Hewlett attempts 
to implicate Mr. Lowe are indignantly de- 
nied by that gentleman’s friends. Although 
the whole controversy seems unimportant out- 
ride of Alabama, it has greatly excited residents 
of that State who are in this city, and is re- 
garded by many Republicans as an attempt to 
injure Mr. Lowe and thereby interfere with 
the success of the Independent movement in 
the State. It is asserted that Mr. Lowe is now 
the most formidable adversary of the Bourbon 
element in Alabama, and that it is expected 
he will become the Mahone of that section.

THE CONTESTED ELECTION CASES. 
CHALMERS TO BE UNSEATED—SOUTH CARO- 
LINA AND ALABAMA CONTESTS. 

Wasurneton, April 4.—One of the most 
important of the contested election ceses in 

he House is that of Lynch against Chalmers, 
of the ‘‘Shoe-string’” district in Mississippi. 
The committee decided to-day, by a vote of 
10 to 2, to report in favor of Mr. Lynch. 
Mr. Beltzhoover, of Pennsylvania, was the 
only member absent, and Mr. Paul, of Vir- 
ginia, and Mr. Davis, ef Missouri, did not 
vote.

position to Mr. Lynch upon the ground that 
the State courts of Mississippi have decided 
that the marked tickets used by the Lynch 
voters were illegal, and that because these 
votes were properly thrown out he was 
not elected, The committee did not de- 
eide the question raised by Chalmers, 
whether it was necessary for County Inspec- 
tors of Elections to make oath to the correct- 
ness of their returns befere the record could 
be accepted as final. It was shown that Lynch 
had a clear majority of 506 vetes, even if the 
contested returns of the County Supervisors 
should be thrown out, and that if they were 
accepted as correct he had a majority of more 
than 3,000, The case against Chalmers is se 
strong, in fact and equity, that it is doubtful 
if he will receive the solid support ef his own 
party in the House. 

The contest against Mr. Aiken, of South 
Carolina, will be decided in favor of the sit- 
ting member. The majority of the committee 
wiil recommend that Mr. Mackey, of South 
Carolina, be given the seat now occupied by 
Mr. Dibble. In the case of Strobach against 
Her of the Second Alabama District, Mr. 
Herbert’s time to make answer expired nearly 
two weeks ago, but a postponement has been 
allowed by the contestant on account of sick- 
ness in Mr. Herbert’s family.

EX-REBELS IN THE ARMY.

RELEASE OF AMERICAN SUSPECTS. 


ALL BUT THREE SET FREE~—THE WORK OF 
THE STATE DEPARTMENT IN THE CASE, 
Wasnineton, ‘April 4.—The President 

has secured the release of all except three of 

the Irish-American citizens who have been 
confined in British prisons, and there is 
hope that the remaining three will 
either be released or be speedily tried, 
For some time the President and Secre- 
tary Frelinghuysen have been quietly but 
persistently and firmly working in behalf of 
these men. The news of the release of all but 
three was received by the State Department 
pod before yesterday, and the facts will prob- 
ably be announced in a Message to the 

House to-morrow. It is understood that 

the . President insists that the remain- 

ing three, two of whom are DPD. Me- 

Sweeney and John McEnery, shall be released, 

as their companions have been, or that an im- 

mediate trial shall be nted to them. Those 

who are acquainted with the character of the 
negotiations express great admiration for the 
skill exhibited by the State Department in 
this successful undertaking. It was naturally 
difficult so to conduct the negotiations 
as not to irritate the British Government 
and defeat their object. It is understood, 
however, that the proceedimgs have been car- 
ried on inthe most amicable manner on both 
sides, although there was a continual exhibi- 
bition of firmness and persistency by our Gov- 
ernment, which have accomplished a great 
part of the work which was undertaken.

THE CHOCTAW RAILROAD BILL, 

SENATOR HAWLEY AND OTHERS DENOUNCE 
THE MEASURE-—THE DEBATE NOT ENDED. 
Wasurneaton, April 4.~The Senate de- 

voted a large partof to-day’s session to further 

consideration of the bill granting the right of 
way to the St. Louis and San Francisco Rail- 
road Company acress the Indian Territory 
and through lands of the Choctaws, Mr. 
Maxey, who began a speech in favor of the 
grant late yesterday afternoon, finished his 
argument to-day, taking the ground all 
the way through that the Government 
has the right to dispose of the 
lands for purposes such as those set forth in 
the bill. In his argument he generally agreed 
with Mr. Brown, who spoke before him, and 
then went home to Georgia to take care of his 
health, Mr. Maxey gave a detailed account 
of the way in which the Choctaws had legis- 
lated in favor of the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco Company. Mr. Hawley, who followed, 
regretted that he found it necessary to object 
to the bill, but he was determined that if at 
any time hereafter the historian should seek 
for an explanation of this proposed outrageous 
violation of the pledged rights of the Indians 
he should at least be able to find his protest in 
the Record. Taking up the story, Mr. Haw- 
ley gave his version of the way in which 
the Choctaws had been induced to grant 
the right of way and protested that no rail- 
way company ceuld acquire such right other- 
wise than by negotiation through the Govern- 
ment with the indians, Mr. Coke maintained 
the sovereign power of the Government to con- 
trol and dispose of the right of way through 
any territory, whether occupied by Indians 
or not. Mr. Garland also supported the 
bill, and so did Mr. Vest, who imparted 
some interest to a debate which had become 
tedious. He said that a lobby of Indians and 

White men had been brought here to fight the 

bill, but the day after it was announced that 

Jay Gould had obtained control of the St. 

Louis and San Francisco Railroad, the oppo 

sition was withdrawn. Mr. Ingalls, making 

some sarcastic allusions to the ‘‘distin- 
guished financier’? who had been mentioned, 
eharacterized the demand for the right of way 
in the interest of the people as a pretext, and 
declared that he would oppose the bill unless 
it should be amended so as to provide that the 
consent of the joint Council of the Choctaw 
and Chickasaw Nations must first be obtained 
to build the railroad through their territory, 

The debate on the bill having been continued 

until after 5 o’clock, it was interrupted by ad- 

journment, and the bill went over as unfin- 


ished business.

WASHINGTON, April 4, 1882. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day

spy, and authorizes the expenditure of $50,000 
in the work.

KILLED FOR A BOTTLE OF RUM.

CONFESSION OF THE MAN WHO MURDERED 
JAMES MURPHY IN TRENTON. 

TRENTON, N, J., April 4.—This afternoon, at 
the inquest into the cause of the death of James 
Murphy, who was found strangled in Bowman's 
Terra Cotta Company’s yard, in this city, one of 
the suspected men, as ho was about to be sworn as 
a witness, said to the Prosecutor of the Pleas: 
“Mr. Beasley, there’s no use of going any 
further with this case, for 1 murdered that man.” 
He then related the story of the murder: “On 
Wednesday afternoon we got intoa fight. It was 
between 2 and 3 o’clock. I was lying on my back, 
and he got at me and was trying to choke and bite 
me. Wehad been drinking all day. and we got 
cnarreling abouta bottle of rum. He said if I 
did not give him the bottle of rum he would 
kill me, and then we both = started to 
figbt. He was choking me and I was choking him. 
I suppose I choked him to death. We were both 
down. I bit him on the nose to make him let go 
of me. He did not let go and I was angry, and in 
a passion I suppose I was choking him for five or 
ten minutes. I can’t say how long I held on to his 
throat after he let go of me. I suppose 
for about five minutes. I can’t say jast how long 
it was, but I got up and ran away. thought he 
was dead. Idid not stay tosee if he was dead. 
When I ran away I took the bottle of rum away 
with me and drank it. He did not say anything 
when I was choking him. I said: ‘ Will yon let 
go of me.’ and he said ‘No.’ I let up on 
him a little, and he said ‘No.’ He was 
choking me. Iran away and went to New-York 
City. left town because there were two other 
warrants out forme. I came back to Trenton on 
Saturday. I did not go to the place to see if I had 
killed him. I made no inquiries atall. I thought 
he was dead, I did motsee him around. I thought 
I killed him.” 

The ery returned a verdict that perpay came 
to his death by strangulation at the hands of Den- 
nis Donovan, Jr., and he was committed for trial 
for murder. James Falkner, whe was arrested on 
suspicion, was released from custody.

MR. GLADSTONE ON THE CONDE 
TION OF IRELAND. 

THE WORST STATE OF AFFAIRS IN FIFTY 
YEARS — NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE 
UNITED STATBS—INCREASE IN AGRA- 
RIAN CRIMES, 

Lonpon, April 4.—The Zimes, in an arti- 
cle on America and the imprisoned suspects, 
maintains the right of every State to proteet 
itself against the alien or domestic enemies of 
society. It refers to Gen. Grant’s pretensions, 
which the General asserted to a deputation 
which called upon him in New-York, and says 
itis obvious that the Government, while giv- 
ing no sanction, direct or indirect, to the ex- 
aggerations of irresponsible American poli- 
ticians, can fairly meet the wishes of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States without impair- 
ing the securities of the protection act. It has 
no doubt that the United States will be in- 
formed that favorable consideration will be 
given to the case of any citizen of the United 
States who will undertake if released to leave 
the country. 

In the Heuse of Commons this afternoon Mr. 
Gladstone stated that the negotiations with 
the Government of the United States respect- 
ing the ‘suspects’? of American nationality 
continue. To the representations made by 
Great Britain last June respecting certain Fe- 
nian literature no answer has been received, 
The announcement was received with ironical 
cheers from the Conservative benches, 

Mr. Gladstone, in reply to Mr. Gorst, Mem- 
ber for Chatham, stated that the Government 
was sensible of the gravity of the condition of 
Ireland, but it must select its own time for pro- 
posing any desirable measures, It was a so- 
cial and not a political revolution that was in 
progress. The Land League started when the 
Conservatives were in power. Though agra- 
rian crimes had increased, he believed that the 
effect of the Land act is extending. In con- 
clusion, he described the present state of Ire- 
land, and declared it had no precedent in the 
past 50 years, There was a strong presump- 
tion that the influence of the Land League was 
behind the awful crimes committed there. He 
cited the letter written 4 Mr. Healy, calling 
the Goverument a set of brigands. 

Sir Statfora Northcote said Mr. Gladstone’s 
speech was disappointing, alarming, and un- 
satisfactory because if showed vacillation. 
The Irish members declared that the Govern- 
ment, by crushing the Land League, encour- 
aged the riband societies, and this was the 
cause of ‘the outrages complained of. Mr. 
Healy defended his use of the word ** brigands’’ 
in describing the Government. The House ad- 
journed for the Easter holidays. 

The Standard says: ‘A meeting of Liberal 
members of Parliament, held yesterday at the 
Reform Ciub, decided to make strong repre- 
sentations to Mr. Gladstone in regard to the

ARCHBISHOP PURCHLI’S DEBT. 

CrnciInnatI, April 4.—In the Hamilton Coun- 
ty Distriet Court to-day, the case of J. B. Mannix, 
Assignee of Archbishop Pureell, against the hold- 
ers of the church property, came up on his applica- 
tion for an order to sell the property to pay the 
debts of,the Archbishop. The debts aggregate, $4,- 
000,000, and the property is estimated to be worth 
$2,000,000 or $8,000,000. Judge Hoadley, for the As- 
signee, said the line of argument would be that the 
debts were the Archbishop's, and that property 
held in his name is legaliy liable for the debts. 
The chtef point of controversy, he said, would 
relate to the nature of the title by which 
the Archbishop held the churches of the diocese, 
and it would involve examination of the canon law 
to determine the relation of the hierarchy to prop- 
erty held by the Church. He further said the duty 
of the dioeese was to pay the debts of the diocese. 
T. D. Lincoln, who made a representative state- 
ment for the dozen or more lawyers representing 
the defense, said that they should claim that as to the 
most of this property the Archbishop held the mere 
relation of trusteeship, that the pengrenaion paid 
for their church property, but by the rules of the 
Church the title was vested in the Arehbishop. 
Besides, in many cases bonds had beon given, and 
these must be met before any other elaim could 
come in. After brief statements from other attor- 
neys the court adjourned.

TEMPERANCE QUESTION IN MICHIGAN—VOT- 
ING IN SOUTHERN CITIES, 

Derrrort, Mich., April 4.—A large num- 
ber of municipal elections took place in Miehi- 
gan yesterday. Lansing went Democratic on 
the temperance issue, Flint Republican, 
Owasso Democratic, Hillsdale Republican, 
Marshall Democratic, (on the temperance 
igsue,) the successful candidate being opposed 
by the saloon men. Lapeer went Republi- 
can, Eaton Rapids temperance, Ann Arbor 
Democratic on Mayor, the remainder of the 
ticket being mainly Republican. Ypsilanti 
and Niles went Democratic. Port Huron as- 


tonished everybody by going Republican. 
Jackson also went Kepublican. Grand Rapids 
went heavily for the combiration ticket of 
Greenbackers and Demoerats. Local issues 
everywhere largely predominated. 

Carcaco, April 4.—The election in Chicago 
to-day was of very little political significance, 
but what little there was may be credited to 
the account of the Democrats. It wasa typical 
Democratic election day, rainy and cold from 
morning until night. The Republicans, 
never very faithful in local elections, can 
always be relied on to stay at home 
if the weather is disagreeable, and they did it 
to-day. The vote was very light in conse- 
quence, not much over half the figure of gen- 
eral elections being reached, The City Council 
is more Democratic than before, and the 
saloon interest has tightened its grip. Almost 
the only issue governing the result in the 
doubtful wards was the question of in- 
creasing the cost of saloon licenses as a 
means of raising revenue. The Democrats got 
the benefit of the saloon interest, and the Re- 
publican town as well as Aldermanic tickets 
suffered in consequenee, The bummer element 
was out in full force, and the respectable bus- 
iness men and tax-payers, who grumble at 
misgovernment and pass resolutions denounc- 
ing bummer rule, asarule staid away from 
the polls, and did not even close their business 
places to allow their employes to vote. 

East SAGINAW, Mich., April 4—At the 
charter election, held yesterday, the Demo- 
crats elected the Mayor, Treasurer, and Jus- 
tice of the Peace, and the Republicans the Re- 
corder and a majority of the Councilmen. 

Sacinaw Crry, Mich., April 4.—The Demo- 
crats elect their entire city ticket and five out 
of six Aldermen. 

CoLuMBILA, 8, C., April 4.—In the municipal 
election here to-day the Democratic Mayor 
and Aldermen were elected by a majority of 
584 in a total vote of 1,066. Much interest has 
been felt all over the State in the result of this 
election. John Agnew, Mayor from 1876 to 
1875, and elected for that term by votes from 
both political parties, announced several 
weeks ago his intention to run as an inde- 
pendent eandidate for Mayor. Much contro- 
versy ensued, in which both sides made the 
most of facts in their possession, and the 
registration of voters showed a total of 2,200. 
A great many. colored men refrained from 
voting, andalarge number voted the Damo- 
cratic ticket. A salute was fired by a battery 
of artillery when the result of the election was 
announced, 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 8.—The munici- 
pal election here to-day resulted in the success 
of the Democratic-Conservative ticket by a 
larger majority than ever before. M. A, 
Dzialynski, the re-elected Mavor, is strongly 
in favor of the enforcement of the Sunday law. 

Baton Rovaer, La., April 4.—The elections 
here yesterday passed off quietly. The Demo- 
crats carried their city ticket. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 4.—The city 
election was hotly contested to-day. There 
were three candidates for Mayor, namely: Dr. 
Ames, Democrat; C. M. Loring, Republican, 
and W, W, Satterlee, Prohibition, Dr. Ames 
is probably elected. 

MiLWAUKEK, April 4.—The entire Republi- 
can municipal ticket, headed by ex-Govy. Lud- 
ington fer Mayor, was defeated, with 
the exception of the City Treasurer. 
The result is due to a_ fusion of 
the Trades Assembly Working Men 
and the Democrats throughout the State.

A MOB’S QUICK WORK IN KOKOMO—TAKEN 

FROM JAIL AND HANGED TO A BRIDGE. 

INDIANAPOLIS, April 4.—On Saturday night 
at Kokomo, 60 miles north on the Wabash Road, 
the house of Ed Pritchard was entered, he 
and his wife chloroformed, and a little girl, not yet 
8 years old, taken to an onatbuilding and 
a fiendish attempt made to outrage her. 
The next morning a tramp named Richard 
Long was arrested on suspicion of being 
a horse-thief, and when he had been locked up 
blood was discovered on his clothing. A medical 
examination and circumstantial evidence tended 
to prove that it was he who assaulted the little 
girl, and a mob gathered to hang him. By the ad- 
vice of the leading citizens summary ac- 
tion was postponed tili further evidence 
was obtained. On Monday still stronger 
circumstantial evidence was found, and after mid- 
nighta mob of 70 men, with their coats turned 
and wearing masks, marched to the jail 
in the presence of a large crowd, who cheered 
them loudly. They walked over Sheriff 
Dehaven and the few guards on _ duty, 
and ina quarter of an hour the doors had been 
forced open and the prisoner seized. He betrayed 
no emotion during the entire trying ordeal. ‘om 
the jail the mob proceeded to Main-street bridge, 
where they arranged a rope to a_cross-beam. 
d. F. Vail, an attorney, endeavored to induce 
them to desist and was greeted with shouts of de- 
risive laughter. Then the Rev. Mr. McCune, a 
Congregationalist minister, asked that the doomed 
wreteh might have the consolation of religion if he 
wished. This was agreed to, and to the min- 
ister Long reslted the story of his life. 
While be was taiking, calm and apparently un- 
moved, a man on tap of the cross-beam cried, 
“all ready, rope down.” Mr. McCune sald: 
‘*Long, you are doomed to death. Nothing can save 
you now. As you are adout to enter the pres- 
ence of your God, what have you to say 
concerning that little girl?” Long answered slow- 
ly: “Iam going into eternity an innocent man, 
as God is my witness.”” He was then placed on a 
dry goeds box and asked if he had anything to say. 
He requested permission to sing a song which 
was granted, and in a clear voice he sang three 
verses of “See that My Grave is Kept Green.” This 
was all that the crowd could stand, and at 1:30 the 
box was jerked out and the body was dan- 
giing in mid-air. In his convulsions nis fea- 
tures were so distorted that many persons 
became sick in looking at him. There were proba- 
bly 50 women in the erowd, and they, with one or 
two exceptions, appeared unmoved. The mob 
was composed of well-known citizens who 
took no special pains to conceal their 
identity. This is the second execution by a mob in 
Kokomo. In May, 1883, a stranger giving the name 
of Jones was hanged by citizens for the murder of 
two men, Lowe and Cooper, the latter a brother to 
J. d. Cooper, of this city.

READING ROAD FINANCES. 


ESS AP Ss 
PRESIDENT GOWEN’S ADDRESS UPON THE 
PEFERRED INCOME BONDS. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 4.—It is understood 
here that F. B. Gowen, before taking his departure 
for Europe to-day, attended an important meeting 
in New-York, at which Messrs. Garrett, Depew. 
Knight, and other holders of Jersey Central stock 
were present. It is said that Little’s report as Re- 
ceiver of the Jersey Central was presented, and that 
it proved to be more favorabie than was antici- 
pated. Before going aboard the steam-ship Mr, 


Gowen promulgated the following address to Read- 
ing stockholders: see 

In the month of December, 1880, I perfected a 
plan for the financial relief of the company, 
which received the approval of the managers, 
the Receivers, and an influential committee 
representing all interests in the company’s 
obligations. This plan involved the reduction 
of the fixed charges by the sale of deferred income 
ponds to pay the floating debt, and by the issue of 
new 5 per cent. mortgage consols for the payment, 
exchange, or purchase of’present obligations bear- 
ing a bigh rate of interest. In January, 1881, 
I successfully placed the entire issue of de- 
ferred income bonds, and in_ February, 
1881. I was abont selling $40,000,000 of the 
new 5 per cent. consols, the proceeds of 
which would have paid off the general mortgage, 
the income mortgage, the deferred coupon scrip, 
arrears of sinking funds of the improvement mort- 
gage, a large amount of real estate bonds, the Re- 
ceivers’ certificates, and all arrears of interest,

amount thereof actually deposited in bank. 

On Monday of last week this injunction was va- 
cated, and for the first time for 138 months the com- 
pany was enabled to deal with its affairs. About 
$1,700,000 of floating debt has since been paid, the re- 
maining installments of the deferred income bonds, 
amounting to over $8,000,000, have been called in, 
the Board of Managers has authorized the creation 
of the new mortgage securing the 5 per cent. 
consols, and it is proposed to sell sufficient of these 
bonds to pay off and purchase at least $40,000,000 
of obligations bearing a rate of interest of 6 and 7 
per cent. The immediate effect of this 
will be a reduction of fixed charges of 
at least a million of dollars, as follows: 
By issue deferred income bonds, $600,000; by issue 
of $40,000,000 5 per cent. consols, $400,000; total, 
$1,000,000. The funded debt of both companies, 
i. ¢., the railroad and coal and iron company, now 
is $04,177,194 43, including $5,100,000 general mort- 
gage bonds owned by the company. The 
leased lines and other obligations upon 
whieh interest is payable by the company 
as rentals and for guarantees, amount to $57,832,- 
255 18. Total, which excludes floating debt, Re- 
ceivers’ certificates, and arrears of interest due, 
$151,509,449 56. The present fixed charges upon the 
above amount are, in round numbers, $9,200,000, 
The proposed 65 per cent. mortgage will be for 
$160,000,000, an@ will provide that $151,000,000 
can only be issued for the purpose of retiring the 


above obligations, and under it, within a short }- 


time, the fixed charges of both com ies, repre- 
senting present indebtedness, ean be reduced to 
$8,000,000. The net earnings last year were over 
$10,000,000; in 1882 they may be expected to reach 
$11,000,000, and they will before long be over 
$12,000,000. With net earnings of $12,000.000, 
and fixed charges of $8,000,000, tuere will re- 
main a dividend fund of $4,000,000, equai to 
about 6 per cent. on the share capital and 6 per 
cent. upon the par or 20 per cent. upon the issue 
price of the deferred income bonds. 

When the issue of these deferred income bonds 
was first made l urged every shareholder to snb- 
scribe to his quota, and out of an issne of $34,300,- 
000 nearly $20,000,000 were taken pro rata by share- 
holders.

THE INDIGNITIES INFLICTED BY THE SENIORS

affair at Trinity College Sunday was more serious 
than at first reported. The primary cause of the 
hazing was the publication of the second number 
of the annual college paper called the Jug, 
which is published by an anonymous board of 
editors. The material of the paper consists 
exclasively of personal allusions to the stu- 
dents and Faculty, almost every one in 
the college being referred to directly or 


indirectly. In the allusions the Seniors came in for 
alarge share, and the Faculty were not spared. 
There has existed tn the college for the past 25 

ears & secret organization known as the “ Grand 

ribunal,”’ asd 13 members of the present Senior 
Class are enrolled in its membership. It was de- 
cided by this body to avenge the insuits which had 
been put upon the olass, and, in accordance 
with the time-honored custom of the society when 
anything of an unusal nature is to he carried ont, 
posters bearing the name and mystic insignia of 
the society were displayed in various public places 
about the city on Sunday morning. These posters 
gave warning that the “ Grand Tribunal” had work 
of serious import to perform. 

At about 8:30.0’clock in the evening three hacks 
were in waiting at different points near the collage, 
and the three Sophomores suspected of being the 
Jug editors were decoyed from their rooms to the 
carriages. In two of them were four Seniors, and 
in the third there were five. The com- 
mittee of 13 being thus divided for the 
work, the Sephomores were driven to the 
vicinity of Cedar Hill Cemetery, each carriage 
going in aé different direction. When a 
halt was made the Sophomores were taken out 
and a lecture was read to them, in whieh the error 
of their ways was pointed out. Then the letters 
G. T. were burned into the back of the hands of 
each man by cqustie. One of the Sophomores who 

roved refractory was struck several times on the 

aek of the legs neartheankle. After’this the three 
were left to walk home as best they might, the 
Seniors driving off in their hacks. The names of 
the men who are hazed are E. 8.

BILL A BREACH OF GOOD FAITH—OBJEC- : 


TIONS TO. THE PASSPORT SYSTEM AND 
OTHER POINTS IN THE MEASURE. 
Wasuimmeton, April 4—When Mr. Pru- 
den, the assistant private secretary of the 
President, made his appearance this afternoon 
at the door of the Senate with one very bulky 
package among several other executive mes- 
sengers, it was immediately surmised that tha 
package contained the Chinese immigration 
bill. Without-exception the Senators betrayed 
their curiosity by unusual attention, and Mr. 
David Davis immediately suspended the ordi- 
nary business to lay the bill and the Message 
before the Senate for consideration. There wag 
no objéction to this course, and while Mr. Sho- 
ber read the long veto Message, the Senatora 
gave close attention, and the galleries, scantily 
filled when he began, gradually became occu- 
pied by the throng of visitors and others wha 
wished to hear the communication, and whe 
caught up the report of=what was going on, as 
every body does when any unusually interesting 
matter comes up in either house of Congress, 
The Senators from California and other far 
Western States exhibited nosurprise at the 
decision of the President against the bill. They 
were prepared fora veto. On every day sinca 
the bill was passed they have visited the 
President and urged him to approve the 


measure as one upon which the hearts 
of their constituents were set. They 
now say that in their conversations bere 
the President, while they were not inform 
positively that a veto would be sent in, if 
ought to have been apparent to them, from 
the nature of the suggestions thrown out b 
the President, that he was firmly convinced 
that he would be consenting to a violation o! 
the letter and spirit of the treaty with the Chi- 
nese in signing the bill, and would be assent- 
ing te a course toward the Chinese that 
might result in serious disturbance of 
the commercial relations between the United 
States and China. After the reading had 
come to an end, Senator Farley and 
sentative Berry put their heads together over 
Mr. Farley’s desk and prepared a tel phic 

ispatch to friends of the bill in California, 
while Senator Miller, of California, sat down 
in front of the presiding officer’s desk to ex- 
amine the Message at his leisure. 

The dignitied Senate was thrown into posi- 
tive disorder immediately after the reading of 
the Message by its endeavors to make a proper 
disposition of it, and from the presiding officer 
down there appeared to be as Little familiarity 
with the usage of the body as if the Senators 
were all new. There could scarcely have 
been more confusion in the first Senate in 
which a veto Message was ever received. The 
President pro tem., having his desk eovered 
with bound volumes of the journal, which he 
had consulted with one of the clerks, prompt- 
ly asked: ‘‘ Shall the bill pass, notwithstand- 
ing the objections of the President?’ Mr. 
Harris, not agreeing with the Presidentof the 
Senate, suggested that the proper course 
would be to move a reconsideration of the 
vote by which the bill was . while Mr. 
Garland desired that the President’s communi- 
cation should be tabled for printing. Mr. 
Farley, while all these Senators were talking, 
moved that consideration of the bill and the 
Message be postponed until to-morrow. Mr. 
Sherman wanted the whole matter referred ta 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, Mr. 
Bayard, Mr. Hoar, and Mr. McMillan con- 
tributed their explanations and advice, and 
even Mr. Voorhees had a word to say as to 
what he thought ought to be done, At last 
the bill was read by its title, and on Mr. Far- 
ley’s motion was laid on the table, and, with 
all the accompanying documents, was ordered 
to be printed. 

The Pacific coast Senators are all disap- 
pointed at the action of President Arthur. 
Senator Miller, who introduced the bill in the 
Senate and made an earnest speech for it, in 
talking about the veto Message said that he 
thought the President had grouped together 
all the weakest arguments against the bill, and 
that he was illogical and unreasonable in bis 
opinions. ‘he ple of California were in 
deep earnest and not impelled by passion, as 
some Eastern people fancied, in their oppesi- 
tion to Chinese immigration. The idea that 
the treaty was violated by the provisions of 
the bill he did not regard ascorrect. As forthe 
President's objections to the passport system, 
the Senator said that, having firsts declared 
that there should be no further immigration 
for 20 years, Congress must necessarily pro- 
vide some means of enforcing the law, and 
the passport sections were incorporated in or- 
der that the Chinese already here could be 

rovided with a means of identification. Mr. 

iller expected that California would utter a 
very indignant protest against the veto. He 
will soon introduce another bill, prepared as 
nearly as may be in conformity with the sug- 
gestions of the President. As for the effect 
the veto may have politically, Mr. Miller says 
it cannot prove to be anything but injurious 
to the Republican Party. 

Senator Farley’s views ara in the main 
similar to those of his colleague. He, too, re- 
gards the bill as not a violation of treaty 
obligations, and holds that if China had re- 
garded it asa violation and had made a pro- 
test ye its enforcement, it would have 
been in the power of another Congress to 
amend it to conform to the Chinese under- 
standing of the treaty. While Mr. Farley 
expects a vehement outburst of disapproval 
from his constituents, he anticipates no phys- 
ical outbreak. ‘* Our Peso are terribly in 
earnest,” said he, “in demanding that Chinese 
immigration shall stop for a time at least, It 
is not all ‘hoodlum’ outcry. The vote of the 
State on the question is sufficient answer tothe 
charge that it is.’ He didnot know whether 
a new bill would be introduced or-not. 

Mr. Fair said: ‘Oh, we have to take our 
medicine sometimes, whether we like it or not.”” 
He thought the President mistaken in his 
views, however, and did not consider it at all 
necessary for him to call in the Chinese Min- 
ister to assist him in preparing a veto Message, 

Mr. Hill, of Coiorado, regretted the vete, 
but believed the President would approve a 
measure fixing the prohibition against immi- 
gration at 10 years, and that such a measure 
would temper the disapvointment which the 
people of Colorado would feel because of the 
veto. The ee Senators, both Democrats, 
think the President made a mistake. 

The Republican Senators who voted against 
the bill were entirely satisfied,and they ap- 
prove the President's veto as a whole and in 
its different points, alluding particularly to 
the objections to the passport system as being 
eminently sound and correct, and new in the 


sense that they were not put forward during 


the debates en the bill 

The following is the text of the veto Mes- 
sage: 

To the Senate; 

After careful consideration of Senate bill No. 71, 
entitled *‘ An act to execute certain treaty stipn- 
lations relating to Chinese,’’ I herewith return it 
to the Senate in which it originated, with my ob- 
jection to its passage. 

A nation is justified in repudiating its treaty ob- 
Mgations only when they are in conflict with great 

ramount interests. Even then, all possible rea- 

nable means for modifying or changing those 
obligations by mutual agreement should be ex- 
hausted before resorting to the supreme right of 
refusal to com with them. These rules have 
governed the United States in their past inter- 
course with other powers as one of the family of 
nations. I am persnaded that if Con can feel 
that this act violates the faith of the Nation as 
to China, it will concur with me in reject- 
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labor, Congress attempted to alleviate this con- 
dition by legislation, but the act which it passed 
proved to be in violation of our treaty obligations, 
and, being returned by the President with his ob- 
 aagrien failed to become a law. Diplomatio relief 
as then sought. A new treaty was coneluded 
with China. Without abrogating the Burlingame 
treaty it was agreed to modify it so far that the 
Government of the United States might regulate, 
limit, or suspend the coming of Chinese laborers 
o the United Signes, or their residenos therein, 
ut that it shou q, not absolutely prohibit them, 
and that the limitation or suspension should be 
reasonable, and should apply only to Chinese who 
might go to the United States as laborers, other 
classes not being included in the limitations. This 
treaty is unilateral, not reciprocal. It is a conces- 
sion from China to the United States in limitation 
of the rights which she was enjoying under the 
Burlingame treaty. It leaves us by our own act to 
determine when andhow we will enforce those lim- 
itations. China may, therefore, fairly have a 
Fight to expect that in enforcing them we will take 
od care not to overstep the grant and take more 
an has been conceded to us. 

It is but a year since this new treaty, under the 
operation of the Constitution, became part of the 
suprenie law of the land, and the present act is the 
first attempt to exercise the more enlarged powers 
which it relinquishes to the United States, In its 
first article the United States is empowered to de- 
Hee whether the coming of Chinese laborers to the 

nited States or their residence therein affects or 
threatens to affect our interests or to endanger 
good order, either within the whole country or in 
any part ofit. The act recites that ‘in the opin- 
jon of the Government of the United States the 
coming of Chinese laborers to this country endan- 
gets the good order of certain localities thereof.” 

ut the act iteelf is much broader than the 
recital. It acts upon residence as well as immi- 
gration, and its provisions are effective throughout 
the United States. I think it may fairly be accept- 
ed asan expression of the opinion of Congress 
that the coming of such laborers to the United 
States or their residence here affects our interests 
and endangers good order throughout the country. 
On this point I should feel it my duty to accept the 
views of Congress, The first article further con- 
fers the power upon the Government to regulate, 
limit, or suspend, but not actually to prohibit the 
coming of such laborers to or their residence in 
the United States. The negotiators of the treaty 
have recorded with unusual fullness their under- 
standing of the sense and meaning with which 
these words were used. 

As to the class of persons to be affeeted by tho 
treaty, the Americans inserted in their draft a pro- 
vision that the words Chinese laborers signify all 
immigration other than that for teaching, trade 
travel, study, and curiosity. The Chinese objected 
to this that it operated to include artisans in the 
class of laborers whose immigration might be 
forbidden. The Americans replied that they 
could not consent that artisans shall be excluded 
from the class of Chinese Jaborers, for it is 
this very competition of skilled labor in the cities 
where the Chinese labor immigration concentrates 
which has caused the embarrassment and popular 
diseontent. In the subsequent negotiations this 
definition is dropped, and does not appear in the 
treaty. Article Il. of the treaty confers the rights, 
privileges, immunities, and exemptions which are 
accorded to citizens and subjects of the most 
favored nation upon Chinese subjects proceeding 
to the United States as teachers, students, mer- 
ehants, or from curiosity. The American Commis- 
wioners report that the Chinese Government 
claimed that in this article they did by exclusion 

rovide that nobody should be entitled to claim 
he benefit of the general provisions of the Bur- 
ingame treaty but those who might go to the 
United States in those capacities or for those pur- 
poses. I aecept this as the definition of the word 
*“lJaborers’’ as used in the treaty. As to 
the power of  iegislating respecting this 
class of persons, the new treaty provides 
that we “may not absolutely prohibit’ their com- 
ing or theff residence. The Chinese Commissioners 
gave noticein the outset that they would never 
agree to a prohibition of voluntary emigration. 
Notwithstanding this the United States Commis- 
sioners submitted a draft in which it was provided 
that the United States might *‘regulate, limit, sus- 
pend, or prohibit’ it. The Chinese refused to ac- 
cept this. The Americans replied that they were 
“willing to consult the wishes of the Chinese Gov- 
éernmentin preserving the principle of free inter- 
course between the ey tn of the two countries, as 
_ established by existing treaties, provided that the 
right of the United States Government to use its 
discretion in guarding against any possible evils 
of immigration of Chinese laborers was dis- 
tinctly recognized. Therefore, if such conces- 
sion removes all difficulty on the part of the 
Chinese Commissioners—but only in that case—the 
United States Commissioners will agree to remove 
the word * prohibit’ from the article, and to use 
the words “regulate, limit, or suspend.’’ The 
Chinese reply to this can only be inferred from the 
fact that in the place of an agreement, as proposed 
by our Commissioners, that we might prohibit the 
coming or residence of Chinese laborers, there was 
inserted in the treaty an agreement that we might 
notdoit. The remaining words, ‘ reguiate, limit, 
and suspend,” first appear in the American draft. 
When it was submitted to the Chinese they said: 
“ We infer that of the phrases regulate, limit, sus- 
pend, or prohibit, the first is a general expression 
referring to the others. We are entirely ready to 
negotiate with your Excellencies to the end that 
alimitation, either in point of time or numbers may 
be fixed upon the emigration of Chinese laborers 
to the United States.” Ata subsequent interview 
they said that ‘‘by limitation in number they 
meant, for example, that the United States baving, 
as they supposed, a record of the number of im- 
migrants in each year, as well as the total number 
of Chinese now here, that no more should be al- 
lowed to go in any one year in future than either 
the greatest number which had gone in any year 
in the past, or that the total number should never 
be allowed to exceed the number now there. As 
to limitation of time, they meant, for example, 
that Chinese should be allowed to go in alternate 
years or every third year, or, for example, that 
they should not be aliowed to go for two, three, or 
five years.” At a subsequent conference, the 
Americans said: ‘‘The Chinese Commissioners 
have in thtir project explicitly recognized 
the right of the United States to use 
some discretion, and have proposed a 
limitation as to time and number. This is the 
right to regulate, limit, or suspend,”’ In one of the 
conferences the Chinese ashed the Americans 
whether they could give them any idea of the laws 
which would be passed to carry the powers into 
execution. The Americans answered that this 
could hardly be done; ‘that the United States 
Government might never deem it nevessary to ex- 
ercise this power. It would depend upon circum- 
stances. If Chinese immigration concentrated ir 
sities where it threatened publie order, or if it con- 
fined itself to localities where it was an injury to 
the interestsof the American people, the Govern- 
ment of the United States would undoubtedly take 
steps to prevent such accumulation of Chinese. If, 
on the contrary, there was no large im- 
migration, or if there were sections of 
the country where such immigration was 
clearly benefieial, then the legislation 
of the United States under this power would be 
adapted to such circumstances. For example, there 
anight be a demand for Chinese labor in the South 
and asurplus of such labor in California, and Con- 
gress might legislate in accordance with these 
facts. in general, the legislation would be in view 
of, and depend upon, circumstances of the situa- 
tion at the moment such legislation became neces- 
gary. The Chinese Commissioners said this expla- 
mation was satisfactory; that they had not in- 
tended to ask for a draft of any special act, but for 
pome general idea how the power would be exer- 
vised. What had just been said gave them the 
explanation which they wanted. 

With this entire accord as to the meaning of the 
words they were about to employ and the object 
of the legislation which might be had in conse- 
quence, the parties signed the treaty, in Article L. 
of which ‘“‘the Government of China agrees that 
the Government of the United States may regulate, 
limit, or qerpene such coming or residence, but 
may not absolutely prohibit it. The limitation or 
suspension shall be reasonable, and shall apply 
pnly to Chinese who may go to the United States 
ns laborers, other classes not being included in the 

mitations. Legislation taken in regard to Chinese 

aborers will be of such a eharaeter only as is 
mecessary to enforce the regulation, limitation, 
or suspension of immigration.’’ The first section 
of the act provides that ‘* from and after the ex- 
piration of 60 days next after the passage of this 
act, and until the expiration of 20 years next after 
the passage of this act, the coming of Chinese la- 
berers be and the same is hereby suspended; and 
suring such suspension it shall not be lawful forany 
Chinese laborer to come, or having so come after 
the expiration of said 60 days,to remain within 
the United States.” 

The examination which I have made of the treaty 

nd of the declarations which its negotiations have 

eft on record of the meaning of its language leaves 
no doubt in my mind that neither contracting 
party, in concluding the treaty of 1880, contem- 
lated the passage of an act prohibiting immigra- 
ion for 20 years, which is nearly a generation, or 
thought that such a period would bea reasonable 
suspension or limitation, or intended to change the 
| pdbeen yy of the Burlingame treaty to that extent. 
regard this provision of the act as a breach of our 
pational faith, and being unable to bring myself in 
harmony with the views of Congress on this vital 
point, the honor of the country constrains me to 
return the act with this objection to its passage. 

Deeply convinced of the necessity of some legis- 
lation on this subject, and concurring fully with 
Congress in many of the objects which are sought 
to be sccomp. d, I will avail myself of the op- 
portunity to point out some other features of the 

resent act which, in my opinion, can be modified 

advantage. The classes of Chinese who still 
enjoy the protection of the Burlingame treaty are 
entitled to the priviliges, immunities, and exemp- 
tions accorded to citizens and subjects of the most 
favored nation. We have treaties with many 
powers which it their citizens and subjects to 
ide within the United States, and carry on busi- 
mess under the same laws and regulations which 
enforced aaeies citizens of the United States. 

P think it may doubted whether provisions re- 
quiring pornos tion and the taking out of 
orts which are not imposed upon natives can 
required of Chinese.

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ister to the fact that the bill as it stands makes no 
provision for the transit across the United Statesof 
Chinese subjects now residing in forel, one 6s. 
I think that this point may well claim the attention 
of Congress in legislating on this subject. 

T have said that good faith requires us to stspend 
the immigration of Chinese laborers for a less pe 
riod than 20 years. I now add that good polic 
points in the same direction. Our intercourse wit 
China is of recent date, Our first treaty with that 
power is not yet 40 years old. Itis only since we 
acquired California and establishéd 4 great seat of 
commerce on the Pacific that we may be said to 
have broken down the barriers which fenced in 
that ancient eres: The Burlingame treaty 
naturally followed. nder the spirit which in- 
spired it many Chinese laborers came to the United 
States. Noone can say that the country has not 
profited by their work, They were largely in- 
Strumental in constructing the railways which con- 
nect the Atlantic with the Pacific. The States of the 
Pacific slope are full of evidences of their industry. 
Enterprises, profitable alike to the capitalist and 
the laborer of Caueasian origin, would have been 
dormatt but for them. A tite has now come when 
it if supposed they are not needed, and when it is 
thought by Congress ard by those most acquainted 
with the subject that it is best to try to get along 
without them. There may, however, be other sec- 
tions of the country where this species of labor 
may be advantageously employed without interfer- 
ing with the laborers of our own ruee. In makin 
the proposed experiment it may be the part o 
wisdom as well as of good faith to fix the length 
of fhe expetimental period with reference to this 

act. 

Experiénée has shown that the trade of the East 
is the key to national wealth and influence. The 
opening of China‘to the commerce of the whole 
world has benefited no part of it more than the 
States of our own Pacific slope. The State of Cali- 
fornia, and its great maritime port especially, have 
reaped enormous advantages from this souree. 
Blessed with an exceptional climate, enjoying an 
unrivaled harbor, with the riches of a great agri- 
eultural and mining State in its rear, and the 
wealth of the whole Union pouring into it over its 
lines of railway, San Francisco has before it an 
incalculable future if our friendly and amicable 
relations with Asia remain wndisturbed. It 
needs no argument to show that the poli- 
ey which we now propose to adopt must 
have a direct tendency to repel Oriental 
natiohs from us and to drive their trade and com- 
merce into more friendly hands. It may he that 
the great and pnramount interest of protecting*our 
Jabor from Asiatic competition justify us in a per- 
manent adoption of this policy. But itis wiser in 
the first place to make a shorter experiment with a 
view bereafter of maintaining permanently only 
= as time and experience may com- 
mend. ;

MEMORANDUM. 


I. The time fixed in the bill, namely, 20 years, 
is “unreasonable. The language of Article I., 
that “laborers” shall not be absolutely prohibited 
from coming to the United States, and that the 
“snuepension shall be reasonable,”’ as well as the 
negotiations, indicate that a brief period was in- 
tended. The total prohibition of the imnfigration 
of Chinese laborers into the United States for 20 
years would, in my opinion, be unreasonable and a 
violation of the meaning and intent of the treaty. 

II. The inclusion of “skilled labor” in the bill is 
in addition to the words and intent of the treaty. 
It will operate with harshness upon a class of Chi- 
nese merchants entitled to admission to the United 
States under the terms of the treaty. The shoe 
merchants and cigar merchants of China manufae- 
ture the goods they sell at their places of business, 
and to shut out the “skilled labor’’ they need 
would practically shut them out as well, since it 
would prevent them from carrying on their busi 
ness in this country. The rape’ A ap who keeps 
his shop and has a small capital with which to pros- 
ecute his trade cannot in any sense be included in 
the class of “laborers,” and the merchant tatlor 
comes in the same category. 

III. The clauses of the bill relating to registra- 
tion and passports area vexatious diserlmination 
against Chinese residents and immigrants, when 
Article II. provides explicitly that they shall be en- 
titled to all the privileges conceded to tho subjects 
of the most favored nation. The execution of 
these provisions of the bill will cause Irritation, 
and, in case of the loss of the passport or certifi- 
eate of registration, Chinese residents entitled to 
remain may be forcibly expellea from the country. 

IV. If the bill becomes a law, it will leave the 
impression in China that its Government strangely 
misunderstood the character of the treaty, or that 
the Congress has violated some of its provisions, 
and this will tend to prejudice the intelligent 
classes against the United States Government and 
people, whom they now greatly admire and respect. 

V. There is no provision in the bill for the transit 
across the United States of Chinese subjects now 
residing in forelgn countries. Large numbers of 
Chinese live in Cuba, Peru, and other countries, 
who cannot return home without crossing the 
territory of the United States or touching at San 
Francisco. To deny this privilege, it seems to me, 
is in violation of international jaw and the comity 
of nations, and if the bill beeomes a law it willin 
this respect result in ee hardship to many thou- 
sands of innocent Chinese tn foreign countries.

FUNERAL SERVICES HELD YESTERDAY IN 
THE CHURCH OF THE STRANGERS. 

Funeral services over the body of the 
late Cornelius J. Vanderbiit were held in tho 
Church of the Strangers yesterday morning. The 
church was nearly filled, but aside from the mem- 
bers of the Vanderbilt family few persons of note 
were present. The services began about 9:30 


e’clock, and were conducted by the Rey. Charles 
F. Deems; they were of the utmost simplicity and 
very brief, consisting of the reading of a part 
of the service for the burial of the dead and a 
short prayer. There was no musie whatever. The 
massive black draped .coffin containing the body 
rested on a dais in front of the pulpit. The silver 
plate upon the lid bore the inscription: “ Cornelius 
J. Vanderbilt; born Dee. 29, 1830: died April 2, 
1882; aged 51 years.’’ It had been decided not to 
have the casket opened in the church, and the 
closed lid was almost cae sep A covered by a 
bunch of palms and immortelles sent by the sisters 
of the dead man, and a large pillow of white roses, 
with the words ‘“ California Pioneers” in letters of 
purple immortelles. These were the only floral 
emblems displayed. Occupying the front seats in 
the church were the following members_ of 
the Vanderbilt family: Mr. aud Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Vanderbilt, Capt. Jacob Vanderbilt, Mra. 
Francis Berger (formerly Mrs. La Bau) and her 
daughters, Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Torrance, Mr. and 
Mrs. William K. Thorne, Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Allen, 
Mr. Vanderbilt Allen, Mrs. H. McK.

Gen. John C. Fremont, President of 
the association, sent a letter regretting his inability 
to be present. There were no pall-bearers, and 
after the closing prayer by Dr. Deems the casket 
was taken up by four porters: and carried 
out to the _ hearse. All the _ relatives 
of the deceased who were present followed as 
mourners. Only the members of the family anda 
few intimate friends accompanied the remains to 
the Grand Central Depot, where a special train 
awaited the funeral party. Mr. and Mrs. William 
H. Vanderbilt, Capt. Jacob Vanderbilt, and several 
other relatives entered one of the drawing-room 
coaches, and two or three other cars were filled by 
friends and acquaintances of the deceased, includ- 
ing the three gentlemen from the Association of 
California Pioneers. Arrangements had beev made 
to inter Mr. Vanderbilt in thé cemetery at Hart- 
ford by the side of the remains of his wife. The 
Rev. Dr. Deems, it was expected, would ofictate 
at the grave, assisted by the Pastor of the chureh 
in Hartford which Mr. and Mrs. Cornelius J. Van- 
derbilt formerly attended. 

That the late Mr. Vanderbilt was the possessor 
of considerable property at the time of his death is 
attested by the assertions of several of his inti- 
mate friends. His will, the later vlauses of which 
were drawn within the past 12 months, will proba- 
bly be presented before the Surrogate for probate 
either to-day or on Thursday. It was prepared by 
Messrs. L. ©. and George B. Ashley, who were 
counsel for Mr. Vanderbilt. One of the members 
of the firm said yesterday that the provisions 
of the will could not be made public until after the

THE STANDARD OIL COMPANY TO 
PAY ITS TAXKS. 

THE DECISION IN THE CASE BROUGHT IX 
PENNSYLVANIA—FOUND TO BE WITHIN 
THE GRASP OF THE STATE TAXING LAWS 

_—THE FINDINGS OF THE COURT. 
Harrissure, Penn., April 4.—This morning 

Judge Simonton filed along opinion in the case of 

the Commonwealth against the Standard O!l Com- 


pany for the recovery of back taxes due the State. 


The court holds that the Commonwealth is entitled 
to reeover from the defendant cotnpany $33,277 59, 
for which amount, with interest, judgment was 
directed to be éntered, unless exceptions be filed 
within the time prescribed by law. This amount 
is made up as follows: xées due from 1878 to 
1878, $18,289 08; interest, $9,018 06; penalties, 
$1,828 90; interest from June 21, 1881, to April 4, 
1882, $2,690 05; Attorney-General’s commissions, 
$1,456 55; total, $33, 4 

The decision begins with a statement of the facts 
in the cases submitted by the attorneys, and then 
proceeds by saying that the claim of the State is 
treated as though the settlement had been made 
for the sum of $796,642 02, upon reports of: the 


-company filed, and on appeal being taken there- 


from. On the objections of the plaintiff 
tu the hearing of affidavits as to the custom of the 
Auditor-General’s office, the court says: “ These 
objections are technically sound, and we exclude 
the depositions as evidence. We consider, how- 
ever, that it would be competent for the court to 
look into them for information, but we have not 
found ft nevessary and have not done so, but have 
derived our information as to the manner in whieh 
the departments have construed the taxing acts 
from the records and decisions of this court and 
the Supreme Court. The case has been very fully 
and ably argued by all the counsel on both sides, 
and we have derived great assistance from the oral 
as well as the printed arguments. We do not 
und:rstand that the counsel for the de- 
fendant have seriously undertaken to concur 
in the doctrine that when a company 
invested a portion of its ¢apital and engaged in 
producing. refining, and transporting petroleum in 
his State it was doing business here within the 
meaning of the taxing acts. If they had done so 
they must necessarily have failed, as the mere 
statement of the proposition shows, for it cannot 
make any change in the coneélusion to add that it 
was ‘doing this in partnership with others. There- 
fore, we decide, withont. raferenes hera to tha ef- 
fect which ownership of stoek in corporations or 
Interests in limited partnerships in Pennsylvania 
might have upon the question, leaving this point to 
be determined further on, that the defendant was, 
during several of the years included in the settle: 
ment appealed from, a corporation of anether 
State doing business in this State, in the legal sense 
which brought it within the grasp of the taxing 
power of the State.” 

* We must, therefore, proceed to determine the 
extent to which it is subject to the tax. In the 
view of the plaintiff it is a tax upon the franchises 
of the corporation, or what seems to be considered 
equivalent if not idestical, upon its capital stock 
abstracted from any relation to any tangible prop- 
erty and assets. On the other hand, defendant in- 
sists that the tax is virtually Imposed on its one 
ble property, represented by its capital stock, 
and that when it comes into this State and 
engages in business here, and brings just so 
much of its capital stock as represents 
the tangible property and assets invested or used 
here, this proportion and no more is_ sub- 
jeet to the taxing power of the State. Which 
theory is the tenable one? The nature of corpo- 
rate franchises as subjects of taxation is well de- 
fined by Mr. Justice Clifford in Society for Savings 
vs. Coite, (6 Wall, P. L. P.:) ‘Corporate franchises 
are legal estates vested in the corporation itself as 
sooh as it is in esse,’ and, ‘uniess exempted in 
terms which amount toa contract, the privileges 
and franchises of a private corporation are as 
much the legitimate subject of taxation as any 
other property within the severeign power of 
the State.’ The power to tax corporate 
franchises is undoubtedly recognized and acted 
upon in this State. The test whether the tax in 
any given case is a franchise, as distinguished from 
a property tax, would seem from the authorities 
that a tax according to a valuation is a tax on 
property, whereas a tax imposed aecording to nom- 
inal value, or measured by some standard of mere 
caleulation as contrasted with vaiuation fixed by the 
law itself, may be a franchise tax. The phrase 
‘capital stock’ is no doubt sometimes used in 
statates as well asin ordinary speech in the sense 
in which it is used in the foregoing quotations from 
plaintiff’sbrief. Thus, when the charter of eorpora- 
tion specifies the amount of capital stock which ft is 
authorized to have, the phrase is used in this 
sense. Soina statute previding that corporations 
may borrow money not exceeding the ameunt of 
their eapital stock, and in other instances which 
might be given. But this is not the sense in which 
the terms are ordinarily used, especially in taxing 
statutes, and certainly not in taxing acts in ques- 
tion here. The Supreme Court has repeatedly de- 
clared that this isa tax on capital stock aceordin 


‘to its value, and has in many cases held the capita 


stock to be equivalent to the taxable property of 
the corporation taxed, as has also heid the Supreme 
Court of the United States."’ 

In wpe of this position the court cites the 
ease of School Directors vs. Carlisle Bank, (8 
Watts, 289;) Saving Fund vs. Hard, (9 Barr, 350;) 
Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company va. North- 
ampton County, (8 W. and §., 334;) Westchester 
Gas Company vs. County of Chester, (6 Carey, 232;) 
Lackawanna Iron and Coat Company vs. The 
County of Luzerne, (6 Wright, 424.) and a sumber 
of others, and then continues: ‘* Finally, so far as 
our Supreme Court is concerned, the yery recent 
case of the Coatesville Gas Company vs. The 
County of Chester (10 W. Notes, 328) reaffirm the 
principle of the identity under our tax laws of the 
capital stock and the tangible property of the cor- 
poration in unmistakable language. We will not 
occupy space to cite the almost numbériess cases 
from other States where the same doctrine is laid 
down. We merely add that the ratio decidere 
of the cases (2 Blaek, 620, and 7 Wai. .200) cited above 
was the identity of capital stock and the property 
ot the corporation (Cooley on Taxation, 164, 5, and 
notes.) In view of this array of authoritative de- 
cisions we cannot draw the conclusion that the tax 
in question in this case isatax upon the tangible 
property of defendant represented by its capital 
stock, and that a tax upon its whole capital stock 
at the valuation fixed by the dividends declared by 
the company would be a tax upon the whole of its 
tangible property. most of which, as shown by the 
finding of fact, has no actual visible situs beyond 
the bounds of this State. Nor has it ever hith- 
erto been supposed that any of our corporation 
taxing acts were intended to tax property situated 
beyond the jurisdiction of the State. The only 
question has been what was the aetual situs of the 
property. We have therefore no hesitation in 
coming to the conclusion that the true construc- 
tion of these taxing acts must confine imposition 
of the tax to so much of the capital stock 
of defendant as was, during the years included 
in the settlement, represented by the property 
and business of the defendant within the State.” 

The opinion concludes as follows: ‘* One other 
point remains to be determined. It is claimed by 
defendant that, even if it be liable for any part of 
the tax, no penalties nor interest can be colleeted, 
for the reason that section 3, act offMay 1, 1866, im- 
posing a penalty for neglect or refusal to report 
within a given time, was repealed by section 11, 
act of April 24, 1874, which, it is said, was in turn 
repealed by act of March 20, 1877, and this by act 
of June 7, 1879, and that as only the right to collect 
taxes accrued and accruing was reserved in each 
of their repealing sections, the right to collect 
interest and penalties is lost. We hold that the 
reservation of the right to collect taxes under the 
repealed acts included within it the right to use all 
the means provided by the several acts for the pur- 

ose, among which were the right to impose penal- 

ies for failures to report, andto charge interest at 
12 per cent. to induce prompt payment, and that 
defendant is, therefore, properly ehargeable with 
interest and penalties on so much of the tax as is 
legally due. As we have found no tax due under 
the act of June 7, 1879, we need not discuss the 
bearing of the act upon the case. As this disposes 
of the whole case, we do not deem it necessary to 
consider the questions raised by defendant in its 
specifications of objections and in the argument of 
the case as to constitutionality of these taxing 
statutes. Inthe view we have taken of the case, 
no question arises either under the Constitution of 
the State or that of the United States. The con- 
clusions of law eee the whole case are as follows: 

* Firsi—Defendant was from Aug. 1, 1873, con- 
tinuously until the end of the tax year 1878, a cor- 
poration of another State, doing business in this 
State within the meaning and intent of the several 
baer | statutes in force respectively during said 
period. 

** Second—Defendant is not liable to a tax on its 
whole capital stock for any of the years included 
in the settlement appealed from in this case, and 
said settlement so far as it charges defendant with 
a tax on all its capital stock for any of said years is 
erroneous. 

‘* Third—Defendant is not liable to be taxed for 
any of said years because of its purehases of 
petroleum as set forth in the finding of fact No. 4; 
and said settlement, so far as it charges defendant 
with tax because of such purchases, is erroneous. 

‘* Fourth—Defendant is not liable to be taxed for 
any of said years by reason of its ownership of 
shares of stock in corporations of this State, as set 
forth in finding of fact No. 6; and said settlement, 
so far as it charges defendant with tax by reason 
of such te oe is erroneous. 

“Fifth—Defendant is not liable to be taxed for anv 
said years by reason of its ownership of interests 
in limited partnerships of this State, as set forth in 
finding of fact No, 7; and said settlement, so for as 
it eharges defendant with tax because of such 
ownership, is erroneous. 

‘* Sixth—Defendantis taxable in this case for each 
of the tax years and fraction of a year from Aug. 
1, 1878, to the end of tax year 1878, on so much of 
its capital stock, at the valuation fixed by the divi- 
dends made in each of said years respectively, as 
set forth in finding of fact No. 8, as represents the 
peep which its property and assets owned 

n this State during each of said years pers oy Sen 
bear to its whole property and assets, as set fort 
in finding of fact No. 5. 

“Seventh—Defendant is liable for interest at 12per 
centum per annum and a penalty of 10 per centum 
on the amounts of tax due. 

* Fighth—The Commonwealth fs entitled to re- 
ceive from defendant in this case the sum of $31,- 
821 04 for tax, interest, and penalties aforesaid, and 
$1,456 55 Attorney-General’s commission, amount- 
ing in all to $83,277 59, for which sum, with interest 
from April 8, 1882, judgment Is directed to be 
entered, unless exceptions be filed within the time 
prescribed in the act of April 22, 1874,” 

The opinion is signed only by Judge Simonton, 
but he announced that it was concurred in by his 
colleague, Judge McPherson.

ALDERMAN ROOSEVELT ORBATES A LIVELY 


TIMB IN THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Alderman Martin offered at yesterday's 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen a preamble and 
resolution setting forth that the fares on the ele- 
vated railroads were so hich as to practieally pre- 
vent the laboring classes from using them except 
during limited hours of the day; that if surface 


railroads could carry passengers from the City. 


Hall to the Harlem River at auniform rate of 5 
cents and pay heavy dividends on their invest- 
metts, a like service at a like rate could profitably 
be rendered by the elevated roads, and calling 
upon the State Legislature to pass the bill before it 
providing fora uniform rate of fare at 5 cents for 
all hours of the day on the elevated roads. Alder-

Alderman Roosevelt provoked a lively diseussion 
by introducing the following: 

Whereas, This Board heretofore unanimously adopt- 
ed aresolution disapproving of the employment of 
convict labor in &@ manner to compete with the free 
labor of honest mechantes as injurious to the 
terests of the State; and 

Whereas, The Governor of this State hag, since the 
adoption of that resolntion, appointed to the position 
ot Superintendent of State Frisons a man who by 
his previous record is committed to the employment 
of eonvict labor in that manner; 

Resolved, That we denounce that appointment and 
disapprove the course of the members of the State 
Senate from this City who voted to confirm such ap- 
pointment. 


The board, Mr. Roosevelt said, had been in- 
dorsing Senator Grady a good deal lately.

Alderman Fitzpatrick amused his colleagues by 
characterizing Mr. Roosevelt's remarks as what 
“we Irish people call ‘flammery’—a mixture of 
sour oat-meal and water.” The Tammany corner of 
the Common Connell, Mr. Fitzpatrick continued, 
was ready to defend and spoport Senator Grady at 
all times. The Alderman pitehed into Mayor Grace 
—** that man down stairs’’—and then declared that 
Tammany legislators did no wrong in voting 
against Superintendent Pilsbury and for Mr. Ba- 
ker. The County Democracy, said Alderman Fitz- 
patrick, was like a toad-stool—a sort of smut on 
wheat, a fungus whieh, when the sun shone upon 
it, melted away and disappeared. Tammany Hall 
had let its rays fall upon tne County Democracy. 

The time would 
never come when the County Democrats world 
rule this City. Mr. Fitzpatrick moved to table the 
a and Alderman Roosevelt got the floor 
again.

Mr. Roosevelt at once raised the poiat of order 
that the amendment was not germane to the sub- 
ject of his resolution, and President Sauer decided 
the point well taken. Alderman Kirk denounced 
Mr. Pilsbury, defended Senator Grady, and sec- 
onded the motion to table Mr. Roosevelt's resolu- 
tion, Yeas and nays were called for, and the mo- 
tion to table was carried by a yote of 15 to 5, Al- 
derman Hawes explaining his affirmative vote by 
saying that the resolution was an attack on Goy, 
Cornell, and it was not the business of the Com- 
mon Council to pass resolutions regarding State 
officers.

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MR, BRISTED'S WILL SUSTAINED, 
The contest over the will of the late John 
Jacob Astor Bristed, a great-grandson of the late 
John Jacob Astor, was closed yesterday by a deci- 
sion, rendered by Surrogate Rollins, sustaining the 
will. The will was executed at tho Union Club in 
this City, in 1871, the witnesses belng George Loril- 


lard and Townsend Harris. The testator was then 
a young man and unmarried, and died in June, 
1880, at about 40 years of age. His estate was 
valued at $500,000, and the principal legatees 
named were his foster-sister, Cecile Bristed, and 
Mrs. Kane, and Mrs. William E. Sedgwick. The 
will was contested by some remote relatives, in- 
cluding a couple of aunts, who were excluded from 
benefit under it, though they had been named as 
legatees in a will made in 1869. According to the 
testimony of all his acquaintances who knew 
Bristed when he was at coilege, and for some 
years afterward, he was a man of most brilliant at- 
tainments and polished manners—a Crichton and 
a Chesterfield in one. He spent much of his time 
in Europe and became almost infatuated with a love 
of art, but eventually died of softening of the brain. 
Surrogate Rollins holds that there was no evidence 
offered showing that the testator's mind was weak 
atthe time he made the will orfor more thana 
ear thereafter, and that there was no undue 
nfluence exerted upon him by Mr. Sedgwick, 
as was allezed by the contestants. He had neither 
wife, mother, sister, nor brother living, and his 
father, Charles Astor Bristed, who was over 70 
ears old when this will was made, was provided 
or by his own ample fortune. A half-sister, a mere 
babe, was also heir to $500,000 from her grandfa-

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MAKING THE STATE LAWS soon 


MANY WORDS WASTED ON 
RAILROAD BILL. 
THE ASSEMBLY TALKING ABOUT THE MBTHOD 
OF APPOINTING THE COMMISSIONERS— 
THE OPPOSITION TO A NOMINATION BY 
THE GOVERNOR. 

ALBANY, April 4.—The attempt to strangle 
the Baker Railroad Commission bill began to-day 
in the Assembly. The session, in accordance with 
the new rule adopted last week, commenced at 10 
o'clock, and from that hour uatil 2in the after- 
noon the bill olaimed the exclusive attention of 
the House. Amendment after amendment was of- 
fered, only to be voted down. Some of them were 
feasible, othérs absurd, and others again were 
proposed apparently for no other reason than to 
delay action upon the measure, to muddle the 
memibers, and eventually to kill the whole bill, if 
such a thing is possible. Two trifling amendments 
relating to the composition of the commission and 
the oath of office which shall be taken are the 
fruits of the labor of four long hours. On nosingle 
motion were strict party lines drawn. Both parties 
are divided on the method of appointment, thongh 


they both profess to be in srmpathy with a com- 
mission bill of some soft. Even the Tammany con- 
tingent «vas not united. 

Mr. Armstrong, Reptiblican, of Washington,

This brought out much expression of opinion ail 
around. Mr. Benedict, (Democrat,) of Ulster, fa- 
vored a non-partisan commission, such as that pro- 
posed by Mr. Armstrong’s amendment. He was 
decidedly against any proposition giving the Gov- 
ernor the don to appoint. Gen. Sharpe, (Repub- 
lican,) of Ulster, had already thrown out a sugges- 
tien that a single-headed commission was what was 
needed. The experience of the past taught that 
the tendency was in that direction. On 
one Superintendent responsibility was definitely 
fixed, and this wonld be the result in 
the case of a single Railroad Commissioner. This 
thought was taken up by Mr.Chamberlain, (Repub- 
lican,) of St. Lawrence,and ex-Gov. Alvord also sup- 
ported the proposition of Gen. Sharpe, who put his 
proposition in the shape of an amendment to the 
first section, giving the Governor power to appoint 
one Commissioner for three yeara, and the Senate 
the confirmation of that appointment. 

Speaker Patterson took the floor, and said he be- 
lieved the majority of the House favored a good 
commission bill. A concentration of authority in 
one person had been Gen. Sharpe’s argument in 
support of his proposition. His own answer to this 
was that the Superintendent of Public Works and 
Superintendent of Prisons had exeeutive powers 
alone intrusted to them. The Commissioners, 
under this bill, would be charged with judicial and 
advisory powers, and the same reason why a 
Court of Appeals should not be composed 
of only one Judge applied in this case. 
The proposition of Mr. Tighe to make the act take 
effect Jan. 2, 1883, 80 that the incoming Governor 
should appoint the Commissioners, seemed to him 
the most feasible of all the plans that had been pre- 
sented to meet the question. 

The amendment of Mr. Armstrong was then put 
to a vote and lost by 39 to 58, a number of Demo- 
crats voting with the Republicams, while the ma- 
jority of the latter were opposed to it. Major 
Mogserty's amendment was put on its passage 
and met the same fate, oniy 11 members voting 
for it. Then Mr. Brooks attempted to amend Gen. 
Sharpe’s amendment with a provision that the 
Commissioners be selected by the Governor upon 
the recommendation of a majority of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the New-York Board of 
Trade and Transportation, and the Na: 
tional Anti-Monopoly League of New-York, 
or any two of such organizations 
represented in cases of disagreement. To Mr. 
Alvord’s objection that these bodies had already 
shown themselves in opposition to the railroads, 
Mr. Brooks’ replied that they were composed of 
business men engaged in mercantile pursuits, who 
would favor no men that would be ualikely to 
prove acceptable to the eommunity. Mr. Hunt, 
(Republican,) of Jeflerson, declared that it 
seemed to him thut the essential principles of 
the Commune of France were embodied in 
the Anti-Monepoly movement. For this re- 
mark Major Haggerty took him sharply to 
task, and, exhibiting a long roll on Se names 
of members of the Anti-Monopoly ague and 
the Board of Trade and Transportation, he pointed 
out who some of them were. There were Gen, 
L. E. Chittenden, Peter Cooper, and John H. Rea- 
gan. Were they, because they favored anti-monop- 
oly views, to be classed as Communists? Mr. Hnut

‘suggested that the near should confer with him 


in private, when he would undertaketo prove some 
things which to him seemed to show a similarity 
between the Commune and the Anti-Monopoly 
movement. “Ihave no desire to confer with 
the gentleman,” was Major Haggerty’s tart 
response, “unless, of course, he desires to 
name his seconds.”” There was an_ up- 
roarious laugh, in which the Major joined. 
Several other amendments were submitted to Gen. 
Sharpe’s amendment, but they were lost, as was 
the amendment itself, by a vote of 48to16. Face- 
tious thrusts at the Democrats were made by Gen. 
Sharpe and by Mr. Alvord at what the representa- 
tives of that party declared to be their non-parti- 
san preferences, and to still further divert the 
House the ex-Governor suggested the substitution 
of John Kelly’s name for that of Mr. Kernan’s. 

Ex-Goy. Alvord, who admitted that he was - 
posed to any railroad commission bill, and would 

illthe present one if itlay in his power, now di- 
rected attention to the clause relating to the quai- 
ifications of the Commissioners themselves for the 
office. This occurs in the last six lines of the 
first section. He moved to amend by strik- 
ing out the requirement that no _ per- 
son ‘holding any official relation to 
any railroad corporation ot owning stock or bonds 
in any railroad corporation or who is in any man- 
ner interested in any firms or corporations having 
business relations with any railroad corporation"’ 
shall hold the office of Commissioner. He argued 
that it would be unwise to appoint men who 
were unfamiliar with railroads, their operations, 
or their management, for their very ig- 
norance of such matters would defeat the 
purposes of the bill. It was equally unwise, 
he claimed, to exclude from the commission men 
who happened to hold railroad stocks or bonds, for 
this class of property was just as widely and as gen- 
erally held as village, State, or Government bonds. 
The argument over this point was long and un- 
profitable, and the amendmert was _finally 
lost by an overwhelming vote. Then Mr. Raines, 
Republican, of Ontario, undertook to tinker the 
same clause by moving to strike out the words “or 
who js in any manner interested fn any firm or 
corporation having business relations with any 
railroad corporation.”” Puerile arguments in sup- 

rt of the motion were made by both Mr. 

ines and Mr. Alvord, and it too was_ lost 
by a vote of 39 to 47. While this  qualifica- 
tion clause was under discussion, Mr. Tighe 
and Mr. Chapin, Democrats, of Kings, succeeded 
in carrying through the only two amendments 
to the bill which were made during the entire day. 
By Mr. Chapin’s amendment, which received 46 
eas and 41 nays, one of the Commissioners must 

e a civil engineer, and by Mr. Tighe’s the consti- 
tutional oath of offiee shall be the one required to 
be taken by the Commissioners and their clerks, 
faithtally to peform the duties of their offices. 

Mr. Welch, Democrat, offered a substitute 
which gives the people the power to 
elect the three Commissioners next Fall, 
the terms of office of whom shall be 
five, four, and three years, beginning with Jan. 1 
next. ‘The members were wearied by the long ses- 
sion, and tired of anything additional relating to 
a Railroad Commission, so that no vote was taken 
upon this substitute. ‘The motion of Mr. Hickman, 
of Erie, to rise, report progress, and ask leave to 
sit again, was welcomed with a feeling of relief, 
and the further consideration of the whole.subject 
went over until Thursday morning next.

THE SENATE’S DISCUSSIONS. 
TALKING AGAIN ON THE FREE CANAL QUES- 
TION—ANOTHER CORPORATION TAX BILL. 

ALBANY, April 4.—The free canal amend- 
ment to the Constitution was a special order in the 
Senate again to-day, and occupied the whole ses- 
sion. Among the Senators who joined in the dis- 
cussion were Messrs. Russell, McCarthy, Boyd, 
Grady, and Roberts in favor of the amendment, 
and Mr. MacArthur in opposition to it. No new 
argument was advanced on either side, and the 
debate was only a repetition of what had been 
said before. Mr. MacArthur attacked the proposi- 
tion to tax the people to support free canals as be- 
ing no more nor Jess than a subsidy for the benefit 
of one route of transportation as against others, 
and he was opposed to subsidizing any method of 
carrying freight. As well might the people of 
Troy, who now beat the world in the business of 
furnishing the people with clean linen, ask for 3 


subsidy to maintain their shirt-making pageants 
in.the event of some other city getting ahead of 
them, The canals of this State, he believed, had 
seen their best days, and in a few years more 
would be utterly abandoned unless they were en- 
larged and improved. He was in favor of 
keeping them as they are, with tolls sufii- 
cient to maintain them, until the gen- 
eral Government should see fit to take hold 
of them and put them in condition to become im- 
portant water-ways forthe transportation of the 
produce of the great West. If they were to be 
made free for this purpose, !t ought to be done at 
the expense of the States ae? were to use them as 
well as at the expense of New-York. Mr, Grady

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A POLITICAL REMOVAL. 
THE CANAL.BOARD’S ACTION IN THE CASE OF 
FRANK HOTCHKISS. 


ALBANY, April 4.—The Canal Board met 
this afternoon to recéive the opinion of the At- 
torney-General as to its right to remhove Frank 
Hotchkiss, of Whitehall, from his position as Canal 
Collector, to which he was appointed by 
the board a few weeks ago. There were 
present at the meeting to-day  Lieut.- 
Gov. Hoskins, Secretary of State Carr, State 
Engineer Seymour, Superintendent of Public 
Works Dutcher, Attorney-General Russell, and 
Treasurer Maxwell, comprising all the members of 


the board except Controller Davenport. Mr. Bur- 
leigh, of Whitehall, appeared in behalf of Mr. 
Hotchkiss, and protested against the removal as 
unprecedented in the history of the State. Mr. 
Hotohkiss, he said, had been regularly appointed, 
had taken the oath of office, had filed his bonds, 
and now, before he had entered upon the 
duties of his office, it was proposed to 
remove him, without any charge being 
made or any reason given whatever, except 
that he was not satisfactory politically to a faction 
of the party to which he belonged. He warned the 
board that to remove for such a catse or for want 
of a cause would be an outrage and a disgrace to 
those who had a hand in it. Senator MacArthur fa- 
vored the removal, but gave no reasons why it 
should be made, except to charge Mr. Hotehkiss 
with opposing the regular candidate for As- 
semblyman in his district last Fall. The 
opinion of the Attorney-General was read, 
in which, while deciding that the re- 
moval would be within the letter of the 
law, yet it would be centrary to its spirit, and that 
power ought not to bo exercised without good 
cause shown and an opportunity for Mr. Hotchkiss 
to be heard in his defense. otwithstanding all 
this, the board removed Mr. Hotchkiss by a vote of 
4 to 2, and appointed James Doren, one of * Ike” 
Baker’s heelers, in his place. Before casting his 
vote the Aftorney-General asked if there was 
any charge of any kind against Mr. Hotchkiss, and 
was answered that there was not. The only 
reason given was that his appointment was not 
satisfactory to the Senator from his district (MacAr- 
thur) and to the Assemblyman from the lower dis- 
trict of Washington County, (Armstrong.) The At- 
torney-General then cast his vote against the re- 
moval, as also did Mr. Maxwell, the Treasurer, who 
isa Democrat. The members who voted against 
Hotchkiss were Lieut.-Goy. Hoskins, Secretary of 
State Carr, State Engtneer Seymour, and Superin- 
tendent of Public Works Dutcher. Citizens of 
Washington County, a large number of whom were 
here to-day, say that it will bea dear vietory for 
the Cornell-Baker faction in that county.

orable body, I beg leave to state: — 
First—That the appointment of Mr. Hotchkiss as 
Canal Collector having been @ made by resolution 
of the board, he having taken the oatn of office and 
tendered his official bond and his term of office hav- 
ing begun, & motion to reconsider the motion appoint- 
ing him would not, in my judgment, be proper. 
Second—By the Laws of 1826, page 80, sections 5 and 
6, collectors of canal tolls shall be appointed by the 
Canal Board, and shall hold their office for one year, 
and may be removed at any time by the same board. 
By the statutes of 1827 this section was enlarged to 
provide that the Canal Board might supply ail vacan- 
cies and remove any s0 apgetated when they judged 
such removal proper, and determine the amount of 
compensation they should receive. By section 8 
of chapter 160, in Laws of 1841. the Canal 
Board is authorized to direct the District 
panne | of the proper county to conduet the 
proper Inquiry into the truth of any eharges made 
against the Collector, with a view to the removal of 
such officer if the charge be sustained. The last act 
prevides a method for the Canai Board to obtain the 
proper evidence for a charge against any officer 
appointed by it upon which it may come 
to a satisfactory determination as to the propriety of 
removal, but it does not expressty or impliedly repeal 
the powers theretofore given by statute to the Canal 


Board to remove the officers so —— it is, of 
course, assumed by the law in all cases that ‘the 
officer or body exercising the power of removal 
does so for some good cause which is satisfactory 
to tnat officer or body. It is not to be inferred 
that the power of removal is to be exercised ca- 
priciously, but whereas in the present case the right 
to remove is not conditioned upon the determination 
ofatrial against the incumbent, the law leaves the 
reasons for removal entirely to the discretion of the 
appointing power. 

Tam therefore of opinion the Canal Board may re- 
move Mr. Hotchkiss withont assigning any good or 
other reason therefor. and I do nos presume to com- 
ment upon the existence of any sufficient reasonin 
this communication, which is prepared solely with a 
view to the legal aspects of the case, reserving my 
judgmentas tothe propriety of such action to the 
casting of my vote should the occasion arise. Re- 
spectfully, LESLIE W. RUSSELL, Attorney-General. 
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BUSINESS OF THE CENTRAL PACIFIC. 
A statement of the business of the Central 

Pacifie Railroad Company for 1881 was made pub- 

lic yesterday. During the year the eompany oper- 

ated 2,707 miles of road, an increase of 240 miles. 
forthe year. Atthe beginning of 1882, 2,865 miles 
were in use. The gross earnings of the year from 
transportation were $24,094,100 95; operating ex- 
penses, including rentals, amounted to $13,859,- 


306 97, leaving $10,234,793 98. In the income ac- 
count from sources other than earnings were the 
proceeds of land bonds redeemed, atnounting to 
$420,000; express contracts, $592,656 40; sinking 
fund earnings, $262,500; dividends on investments, 
$20,000, making a grand total of $11,529,950 38. The 
payments from income comprised interest to the 
amount of $3,508,291 56; taxes, $720,121 45; divi- 
dends, $3,556,580; United States requirements, 
$1,200,000, a total of $8,984,943 01, leaving 
a& surplus of $2,545,007 87 to be carried forward 
to the credit of the profit and loss account. 
The construction account has been increased by 
$258,883 17; the equipment, machinery, and water 
craft by $18,762 14; material on hand by $998,686 90. 
Stock and bonds on hand Dec. 31 amounted te 
$160,128 13; bills receivable amounted to $3,897,- 
295 96; cash, $643,255 33. The capital stock remains 
at $59,275,500; the funded debt has been reduced 
to $54,917,000; the 7 percent. convertible loan of 
$1,500,000 has been retired, with the exception of 
$7,000; bills and accounts payable at the close of 
the year were $4,490,480 87; the Trustees held for 
land redemption a fund of $612,517 50; uninvested 
for sinking funds, $868,759 17, and for the hospital 
fund, $108,921 76.

INTERESTING TESTIMONY ABOU? 
THE PLAINTIFF'S REPUTATION. 
ADVISED TO CONFESS HIS ERRORS BY A 
PRESBYTER—AN IMPORTANT LETTER 
PRODUCED IN EVIDENCE—VERACITY OF 

SCANDAL-MONGERS ptsPUuTERD. 


The hearing of the Hinman-Hare twenty- 
five-thousand-dollar libel suit before Judge Van 
Vorst yesterday was devoted to testimony as to the 
curious forms of marriage among the Indians, and 
to the reception of the important evidenee of tha 
Rey. Joseph W. Cook, who has figured in the eas¢ 
as the “friend” of the plaintiff. The deposition of 
Andrew Hopkins, the husband of Tip!-Dutawin, 
was first read, but evidence as to the moral purity 
ot his wife was excluded. Then Mr. Fiske intro- 
duced the depositions of Napoleon Wabishaw and 
Cetanna, otherwise known as Alfred “Big Thun- 
der.” Both were to the effect thst Dun- 
can Stone, who first told the Tipi-Dutawin 
story, could not be believed under oath. 
Counsel then passed to the reading of the long 
deposition of the Rev. Joseph W. Cook. Deponent 
testified that he first heard the allegation that 
plaintiff had kissed Mrs. Cleveland in 1873. The 
Bishop told him the story in connection with 
others. Mr. Fiske attempted to bring out the fact 
that similar stories were eurrent against Bishop 


Hare, but the testimony on this point was excluded 
by the court. Deponent had a conversation with 
Bishop Hare on March 28, 1878, with reference to 
Hinman. The Bishop, on his part, said he had had 
acon ion with the Indian Commissioner, who 
had sald that Hinman was “a bad man,” and he 
(the Bishop) then went on to say that the stories 
he had heard against Hinman were true, and that 
he ought to be got torenounce the ministry. The 
Bishop said, in reference to the question of a trial 
of the accused, that he did not want any trouble 
about the matter. He wished that deponent 
would make every effort to induce Hinman to ;re- 
neunce his ministry and go away. 

When the Indian Commissioner said that plaintiff 
ought to be got out of the Indian country as a man 
whose presence was detrimental to the Indians, 
Bishop Hare said he had replied that he had no 
authority to send him away, and at his (Hare’s) 
suggestion the Commissioner gave him an order 
excluding Hinman from the country. He said far: 
ther that he was going to send Miss Kerbaoch out of 
the Lope | to Germany, and that he was going to 
make a * elean sweep” at the mission. pe ponead 
afterward told Hinman the charges the Bishop 
made, and plaintiff denied them and declared his 
intention. of demanding a trial. Bishop ~ 
strove to impart to deponent the idea that he d 
not act unkindly or maliciously, and he fur 
ther took pains to show him t he enter. 
tained no feelings of hostility. He exhibited

able things hoe had written about Mr. Hinman. 
Defendant knew Clara Kerbach and Cecilia Benoist.

plaintiff. testimony was excluded under the 
objection of Mr. Nash. Deponent, continuing, said 
he had received a letter from Bishop Haro refer- 
ring to the rumors and stories which were current 
about himself, and he replied to the communica: 
tion, Here Mr. Fiske prodaced a-copy of the repi 
and undertook to readitto the jury. Mr. Nas 
objecting, there was considerable argument, which 
ended by plaintiff’s counsel withdrawing the epis- 
tle. The Rev. Mr. Cleveland, cipalof St. Paul’s 
Sehool, told deponent that the Indian parents ob- 

ected to sending girls to his (Cleveland's) schoo] 
or fear he would tamper with them. 

The deponent next gaye some interesting testi- 
mony as to the forms of marriage among the In- 
dians. Itappearsthat there are three of these 
which are recognized aslegal, known respectively 
as “sale,” ““seizure,’’ and “‘gift.”” The firstis where 
the woman is sold without her consent, and the 
second is the elopement, in which the lover seizes 
and carries off the girl after courting her. There 
is still.another form in which the father gives away 
his daughter. The evidenee was introduced ta 
prove the legality of the marriage of Tipi-Dutawin. 


*On another point deponent testified that beford 


the small-pox epidemic the Bishop expressed dis« 
tress at what he had heard about Hinman, 
and deponert sald that the Rev. Mr. Riggs 
was the‘ head and front” of the whole matter, 
that he was a bitter enemy of plaintiff and pushed 
the stories about him forward to injure him. The 
Bishop dissented from such a view of the situation. 
The cross-examination of the Sg was read 
by Mr. Nash, and drew out an rtant letter 
which Mr. Cook had written to the plaintiff about 
the advisability of confession on his part. The let- 
ter was dated July, 1878, and Mr. Nash read it to 
the jury. Referring to plaintiff’s position, the 
writer says: 

There is the greatest sorrow expressed everywhere, 
There is no real knowledge of what has been done. [ 
have just written to Cleveland protesting against the 
improper use of a resolution which was passed by the 


‘clergy. [found a_bundle of them printed and sent 


on here to R. (Mr. Rogers, of the I Commission,} 
to be handed to those who might mgaire, The pa | 
doubtiess ordered it. But that resolution was pass 
simply for the Bishop personally and a copy ordered 
sent to you. The Bishop detailed the case before us, 
and spoke of the trial it had been to him, and then said 
tha: {f we thought, under the circumstances, with his 
knowledge and view of the matter, we could say that 


. we approved the action he had taken in severing your 


connection with the mission and bringing the case to 
trial he should bs giad of the assurance of our sup- 
port. The manner of his action and the merits of the 
case were not touched, and it was distinetly stated 
that we were in no shape to pronounce on the guilt or 
innocence of the aecused to other parties than those 
for whom it was intended and who were acquainted 
with the circumstances and the object sought; the 
resoiution would be misleading, and could be made to 
cover all the acts of the Bishop. It was not so intend- 
ed. I never could have consented to it as a 
resolution for the public eye. The more [I 
think of the matter the more I am convinced 
that I have given you sound advice. Whereinsoever 
any of the charzes made against you are true, ac- 
knowledge them as a Christian man _ should, for cer- 
tainly all men will thmk better of you for having 
doneso than, — knowing them to be true, you 
should, by acts and denials, strive tocover them up, 
It is better for your own soul, it will be better and 
less scandalous forthe work and Church at large 
certainly, that matters should be brought to a quiet 
termination than that thereshould be the scandal of 
@ public trial. The oe has, by his manner of 
proceedure, given you mu cause for exasperation, 
and your blood isup. Sutil beg of you tojstrive te 
look calmly to what is for your own highest interest 
and those of the Church and the work among the 
Indians. May God guide you. aa your friend, 
JOSEPH W. COOK, 
Deponent further testified that he suggested 
after a manner that Hinman should confront Miss 
Kerbach after she had written her confession and 
made the accusation of seduction. He did not 
recollect conversing with Bishop Hare on the mat- 
ter. All at Yankton Agency were much distressed 
by the plaintiff's announcement of the charge of 
Miss Kerbach and its consequences. At this point 
the further hearing was adjourned until to-day. 
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7 FUNERAL OF COLUMBUS RYAN. 

" The Church of the Puritans, in One Hundred 
and Thirtieth-street, near Fifth-avenue, was 
thronged last evening with persons who mourned 
the death of Columbus Ryan, and who were there 
to witness the funeral services over his remains. 
Mr. Ryan was one of the most familiar figures in 
this City, and was celebrated for his geniality 
and kindness of heart. As one of the pro- 
prietors of Stetson’s, afterward known as Mount 
St. Vincent’s Hotel, in Central Park, he was known 
to thousands, and his hearty greetings will long be 
remembered. He was born in Chariton, Mass., in 
1822. When he reached manhood he became inter- 
ested in the construction of railroads. Later he 
was engaged in the work of laying eut Central 
Park, and was its first Superintendent. He after- 
ward became the partner of Mr. Stetson in the 
famous resort in the Park named after that gentile- 
man, and later, with Mr. Radford, secured this 
hotel,*(which was renamed Mount St. Vincent,) the 
casino, dairy, skating-pond houses, and all places 
of entertainment in the Park. At 8 o’clock last 
evening Mr. Ryan’s remains were carried into tne 
beautiful church and pieced near the altar. Floral 
designs were plentirniiy arranged around the 
casket. The Rev. E. L. Clark read from the 
Scriptures, and delivered a brief sermon. The 
music and singing by a quartet were exception- 
ally tine. Lafayette Lodge, No. 64, F. and A, 
M., were in attendance, and the Masonic funeral 
rites were observed. Among Mr. Ryan’s old 
friends present were John Martine, ex-Superintend- 
ent of Police James J. Kelso, Sheridan Shook, Jo- 
seph Howard, Jr., Governeur K. Lansing, John 
Mathews, Frank Alien, A. J. Dam, John Dawson, 
Joseph . Commissioner Olliffe, ex-Sena- 
tor John J. Bradley, Superintendent of Police 
Waling, Dun Walton, Col. J. D. Long, and Johu 
Nesbit. The remains are to be buried in the ceme- 
tery at Tarrytown to-day.

NEW-YORK HISIORICAL SOCIETY. 


SHAKESPEARE IN THE WILDS OF AMERICA 


OVER A CENTURY AGO. 

“The Literary Ubiquity of Shakespeare, 
and Shakespeare in the Wilds of America” was the 
subject of a paper read before the New-York 
Historical Society by Henry ©. Van Schaack, of 
Manlius, N. Y., last evening. At the outset, the 
essayist stated that he possessed letters written to 
his uncle, Major Henry Van Schaack, of Albany, 
by Oapt. Thomas Morris, telling of the presentation 
to the Captain by an Indian chieftain in the West- 
ern wilds of America, nearly a century and a quar- 
ter ago, of a, copy of Shakespeare’s plays. The 
incident took na near the site of the present city 
of Toledo, Ohio, in August, 1764. Capt. Morris 
was an English ofiger who had been sent into the 
Indian eountry on a mission of peace toward the 
elose of the Seven Years’ War. The name of the 
Indian was Little Chief. Subsequently Capt. Mor- 
ris was made a captive by hostile Indians, and 
Shakespeare’s works were instrumental in saying 
his life. Mr. Van Schaack explained that Little 
Chief had probably obtained the volume in some 
way or another from some English officer who had 
invaded the Indian territory with Braddock’s army, 
When Little Chief gave Capt. Morris the book he 
begeed a little gunpowder in return. 

The only time that America is mentioned in 
Shakespeare’s plays is in * ‘The Comedy of Errors.” 
in a conversation between Antipholus and Dromio, 
in the third act. Mr. Van Schaack spoke of the ex- 
tensive and constantly increasing circulation of 
Shakespearean literature inthis country. The num- 
ber of volumes of Shakespeare's works in cironla- 
tion and the number ot references to his writings 
were innumerable, and the ubiquity of his genius 
er the truthfulness of the sentence 
penned by an English writer three centuries ago 
nae “ Shakespeare is not for one age but for all 

me," 

William Allen Butler, on behalf of the Execu- 
tive Committee, presented a graceful memorial in 
honor of the late Henry W. Longfellow, who was 
an honorary member of the society. The reading 
of the memorial was prefaced by a few eulogistic 
remarks by Mr. Butler, whieh were cordially ap- 
plauded. The meeting was presided over by Fred- 
eric de Peyster, President of the society, and 
among the well-known people in the audience were 
Thurlow Weed, ex-Judge Peabody, George H. 
Moore, A. J. Vanderpoel, and the Rev. Dr. L. Bevan. 
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RECORDER SMYTH’S SUBPGENAS. 
<< 
DECLARED VOID BY JUDGE BARRETT IN 
SUPREME COURT, CHAMBERS, 

A committee of the Board of Alderman be- 
gan a short time ago an investigation into the cir- 
cumstances under which the Dock Commissioners 
leased Pier No. 1 North River to the Iron Steam- 
beat Company and into the use for restaurant pur- 
poses, &c., of the building erected on the pier. The 
committee obtained from Recorder Smyth sub- 
pcanas summoning the officers of the steam-boat 
company to testify before it. The persons sub- 
poenaed refused to appear, and Messrs. Law- 
rence and Waehner, their attorneys, pro- 
cured from Judge Donohue, in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, an order to Recorder Smyth to 
show cause why a writ ot prohibition should not be 
issued to restrain him from acting against the dis- 
obedient persons as for contempt of court. A hear- 
ing upon this order took place before Judge Bar- 
rett, in Supreme Court, Chambers, od rw. 
Messrs. Lawrence and Waehner argued that the 
subpcenas issued by the Recorder were improper, 
because chapter 39 of the Laws of 1860 authorized 
the issuance of processes to compel the attend- 
ance of witnesses before a Common Council com- 
mittee only when the matter to be inquired into by 
the committee was within the jurisdiction of the 
Common Council. They insisted that an inquiry 
into the lease and use of a pier was not within the 
scope of the authority of the Board of Aldermen, 
as it would be a virtual interference with the 
exclusive right of the Dock Department to 
govern and control the piers and butlidings 
erected on them—a right eonferred by chapter 
574 of the Laws of 1871. The deduction from 
all this was that the subpcenas were void, and 
the disobedience of them could not legally be pun- 
ished by the Recorder. Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Andrews argued that the investigation 

rojected by the Common Council would not be an 
nterference with the Dock Department. Judge 
Barrett decided that it would be an interference 
without authority, and therefore cranted the writ 
of prohibition against the Recorder.

From the.somewhat confused language of 
the communication sent to the President by 
Secretary FRELINGHUYSEN yesterday, it ap- 
pears that some, but not all, of the ‘‘ Ameri- 
can citizens’’ held as prisoners in Ireland 
ginder the Coercion act have been released. 
This benevolent action on the part of the 
Inish Executive is the result. of negotiations 
**conducted in a spirit of entire friendship’’ 
between the Governments of Great Britain 
pnd the United States. Like the extension 
of clemency to the American Fenians ar- 
rested in 1866, it is an act of international 
comity, and in view of all the bluster and in- 
temperate ravings of the friends and allies of 
these suspects on this side of the Atlantic, 
it is. highly creditable to the British author 
ities. As a matter of law and right we could 
not demand the release of these persons; 
as a matter of courtesy they are set at 
liberty even. before the vehement periods of 
the orators of the Cooper Union meeting 
had been put into shape to captivate the 
souls and move the applauding boot-heels of 
the three thousand citizens, all Irish, who 
assembled, ‘‘ without distinction of race, 
creed, or color,’’ to affix the stamp of their 
promiscuous disapproval upon ‘‘sycophant”’ 
Ministers of a ‘‘ puerile’’ Government. 


The.Assembly spent four hours in profit- 
Yess discussion yesterday on the method of 
selecting Railroad Commissioners, if any are 
to be selected. All this muddling with the 
rommission bill, which threatens to be the 
fleath of it, comes from partisan efforts 
to defeat partisanship by a departure 
from a sound and well-established prin- 
tiple of making appointments for super- 
visory and advisory boards. There is noth- 

“Ing remotely relating to politics in the 
functions of a Railroad Commission, but if 
we are to,have one somebody must select its 
members. Possibly a Republican Governor 
might give.a preference to Republicans, and 
to that Democrats object. A Demo- 
cratic Governor would be just as 
likely “ to favor “Democrats, and that 
would spoil the commission in the view of 
some Republicans. But Legislatures are 
quite:as much under the influence of politi- 
cal motives as Governors, as the present 
body is-taking pains to:\demonstrate, and to 
jhave the Commissioners elected by the peo- 
ple would be to throw them . directly jnto 
political contests. If we wait until Gov- 
ernors:and Legislatures cease to be parti- 
gan and, electoral, contests cease to be 
political, we shall wait long for a super- 
vision of railroads. Ingenious contrivances 
for eliminating politics from official boards 
plways fail. What we want is a competent 
board of Railroad Commissioners, and to 
give us any other will bring condemnation 
on- the power that selects it. The responsi- 
pility'can as safely be put upon the chief 
Executive as elsewhere. 


4 "Ewo special meetings of the Canal Board 
and an elaborate opinion from the Attorney-

The ostensible ground for this action was 
that Horcuxtss was objectionable both to 
the State Senator and Assemblyman from 
his district—a reason quite as contemptible 
as the one which really prompted the action 
of the board. 


While nobody questions the value of Srrx 
Grexrn’s services in the cause of fish-culture, 
itis the opinion of most people conversant 
with the subject that he has been fairly 
well paid for them. His position under 
the New-York Fish Commission is an easy 


j and lucrative one, and it will need some 


reasons not apparent to ordinary observa- 
tion to convince either fish-culturists-or tax- 
payers that Mr. GREEN ought to receive 
$50,000 from the Treasury of the 
United States ‘in return for a 
surrender to the United States of all his 
patents and inventions relating to the 
hatching of fish.” There is a prevalent 
impression that the United States Fish 
Commission is already in _ possession 
of the most improved methods of 
propagating fish, whether in river, lake, 
or sea, and that the entire country has 
had the full benefit of the results 
of these appliances. The committee which 
has the bill of Mr. Van Voornis in 
hand can readily satisfy themselves on 
this score by a few minutes’ talk with Prof. 
Barrp. His indorsement of the bill would 
certainly be avery strong argument in its 
favor; his objection to it ought to be final. 


It was a foregone conclusion that CHAL- 
MERS, the impudent claimant of a seat in 
Congress from the Sixth (or ‘‘ Shoestring’’) 
District of Mississippi, should be ousted 
whenever his case should come to a vote. 
The Committee on Elections decided in 
favor of Lynca, the contestant, yesterday, 
by a vote of 10 to 2. And when the matter 
comes up in the House it is very doubtful 
if there can be found a_ solid Demo- 
cratic support for CHatmers. | The case of 
this man is simply infamous. The laws of 
Mississippi forbid the imprint of any *‘ dis- 
tinguishing marks’’ upon a ballot. The 
ballots cast for Lynos bore, under the sub- 
divisions of the ticket, printer’s dashes, such 
as are commonly used in all printed matter. 
The election officers held that these were 
“distinguishing marks’’ within the mean- 
ing of the law, and so threw out the ballots. 
Even rejecting these, Lyncm had a clear ma- 
jority of 506; counting these, he had over 
3,000 majority. But the complaisant Demo- 
cratic authorities gave the election to CHaL- 
MERS, who pretends to have been chosen by 
more than 4,000 majority over Lynca. 


THE WESTERN ELECTIONS. 


The local elections in the Western States 
on Monday showed a general gain for the 
Democrats. In Ohio, in the city of Cincin- 
nati, they not only polled a heavier propor- 
tionate vote than a year ago, but were given 
decided majorities for offices which the Re- 
publicans were confident of carrying. In 
Cleveland similar results were reached. ' In 
the country districts the Republican vote 
appears to have been very light. In In- 
diana, contrary to expectations on both 
sides on the eve of the elections, the 
Democrats made good gains, while 
the Republican * vote fell away. There 
were-also some - scattered Democratic 
successes in - Iowa. These changes 
are by no means of national importance, 
and it would be very easy to exaggerate 
their specific significance. In Ohio and In- 
diana the Kepublicans had committed them- 
selves to @ policy with reference to the 
liquor question which estranged a good 
many votes, especially among the Germans, 
while it did not win any active support from 
the temperance people. It does not follow 
that the policy was not a wise one. The 
question of the regulation and restraint 
of the trade in intoxicating liquors is a vexed 
one, and probably will always be one. The 
difficulty in dealing with it lies in the fact 
that voters do not divide upon it along the 
same lines as are defined by national issues, 
or by other State issues, and whenever any 
party takes a definite step in regard to it 
the result is pretty sure to be disappoint- 
ing. In the present instances the Re- 
publicans went far enough to lose votes 
and not far enough to gain them, and 
yet it is very likely that the measures they 
have taken are, on the whole, the most prac- 
ticable and beneficial that the situation ad- 
mitted of. So far as this is the case, the 
party will not suffer in the long run, for 
whatever of sober, common sense opinion 
there may be in Indiana and Ohio on this 
question will not be satisfied with Demo- 
cratic rule, and will ultimately strengthen 
the Republican organization. That party, 
with all its faults and defects, is the only one 
that is likely to deal in any manner even 
approximately satisfactory with the liquor 
question. 


There is this much in the situation, how- 
ever, which may well attract attention 
among Republicans in other States, It affords 
evidence that party ties as heretofore 
formed are not as strong as they have been; 
that the sentiment which has held the Re- 
publican Party together in minor as well as 
in principal elections is to some extent 
losing its force, and that party discipline as 
such cannot be relied on as implicitiy 
as it has been. ‘These are conclusions, 
indeed, to which careful observers 
have been inclined for some time, and which 
the current of recent political events has 
sustained. Up to and including the last 
Presidential election the Republican Party 
drew its main strength from the fact that, on 
the one hand, it represented the integrity of 
the suffrage and the substantial assertion of 
the just authority of the national Govern- 
ment throughout the Union, and, on the 
other, a sound and honorable financial 
policy. The Democratic Party did 
not confess any opposition to. these 
ideas, but its policy and its history made it 
distrusted as to the practical application of 
them. But at present the public is gradually 
coming to the conclusion that the firat.of 
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the *‘ Southern question”—is, if not firnly, 
established, in a fair way of establishment. 
The “solid South’’ is broken up hy the 
recent defection from it of the great 
State of Virginia, and the prejudices, pas- 
sions, and misconceptions on which it was 
based have elsewhere been very much weak- 
ened. It would be premature to say that 
the question has lost its importance wholly 
in national politics, but it is no longer a 
dominant or urgent question. Republicans 
no longer feel any need or obligation to 
sacrifice their wishes and judgment on other 
matters in order to maintain unity on this. 

Somewhat the same change has taken place 
in regard to the second great idea on which 
the Republican Party has of late rested. The 
financial question is not so nearly settled as 
the Southern question, and there is this es- 
sential difference between them, that, where- 
as all known forces are working to complete 
the settlement of the*Southern question, the 
financial policy of the Government which is 
accepted for the time contains elements 
of certain disturbance and danger that 
will sooner or later compel renewed discus- 
sion, and may make the question of finance 
again a controlling one. But for the time 
being the country is satisfied with the situa- 
tion, and it has no appreciable influence 
upon voters in minor elections. Under 
these circumstances the leaders of the party 
will undoubtedly be compelled to recognize 
the necessity of conducting the party 
to a tenable and _ (firm position 
upon questions of actual importance. Its 
members give signa constantly more fre- 
quent and clear that they cannot be held 
together by the motives that have heretofore 
prevailed and which are losing their force. 
It would be quite useless to imitate the folly 
of the Democratic leaders in the Forty-fifth 
Congress and try to invent ‘‘issues’’ or to 
breathe the breath of life into those long 
since dead, but it would be very profitable 
to consider the course of current events, to 
shape the action of the party with reference 
to them, and particularly to avoid any strain 
upon a party discipline which is already giv- 
ing way. 


THE PRESIDENIT’S VETO. 


In his veto of the bill to regulate the im- 
migration of the Chinese into this country 
the President makes use of what may be 
termed novel information. The arguments 
against the bill while it was pending in Con- 
gress were chiefly addressed to the merits 
of the case. Most of those who op- 
posed the measure contented themselves 
with discussing the abstract principles 
involved in it, the doctrine of human rights, 
and the general proposition that this is a free 
country—impossible of being closed against 
any form of immigration not criminal or 
pauper. If there were any who objected to 
the pending bill on account of its alleged in- 
vasion of existing treaty rights, they avoided 
any statement but the most vague gener- 
alities, The President, as the head of the 
Executive Department of the national Gov- 
ernment, may fairly be presumed to possess 
information concerning the negotiation 
of treaties which may not be accessible to 
Congress. In this case, it will be found that 
the President studiously avoids what may be 
called the sentimental argument, and that 
his objections to the bill are almost wholly 
based upon technical details, and that these 
objections are drawn from his knowledge 
of the character of the debates with which 
the negotiation of the treaty was attended. 

How much of this report of the proceed- 
ings of the representatives of the two Gov- 
ernments was communicated to Congress we 
cannot tell. A portion, if not all, of the re- 
port was in the hands of the Senate when 
the treaty of 1880 was ratified. But no part 
of the documents has ever before been made 
public. The President disapproves of the 
bill because it violates the treaty of 1880. 
His understanding of that treaty is guided 
by the report of the Commissioners who ne- 
gotiated it. The President declares that 
the treaty is ‘‘unilateral,’’ not recipro- 
cal, employing the epithet used by Caar.Es 
SumnerRr in relation to the Canadian reci- 
procity treaty. He advances the objections 
of the Chinese Government, rather than his 
own, against the proposition to regulate, 
limit, or suspend the immigration of Chinese 
laborers to the United States. And the 
Chinese understanding of the terms of the 
treaty 1s disclosed in the negotiations as re- 
ported by the Commissioners, The Mes- 
sage is singularly free from any expression 
of personal bias or opinion, the writer evi- 
dently confining himself studiously to a 
frank statement of the probable effect which 
the enactment of the bill would have in 
China. 

The President declares that neither con- 
tracting party had any idea, at the time 
when the treaty was negotiated, that the 
United States Congress would enact a law 
prohibiting immigration for twenty years. 
He says that the Chinese Commissioners 
were made to understand that the limita- 
tions as to the number of the Chinese 
laborers allowed to come here might be 
construed to mean that no more arrivals 
would be permitted than had been reported 
during any specified single year. The limi- 
tations as to time, we are now told, were 
held toapply to alternate periods during which 
immigration might be suspended. TheChinese 
thought that these intervals of suspension 
might be two, three, or five years in duration. 
It must’ be admitted that all this is novel 
information. It will be certainly new to 
the general public. And since the Presi- 
dent, as the chief Executive of the Nation, 
has felt himself obliged to anticipate the 
objections likely to be raised by the Chinese 
Government, it must be further conceded 
that he has stated the case as forcibly as 
possible. 

There are one or two minor objections 
to the bill, but none of these, we are led 
to believe, is of sufficient importance to 
have decided the President’s judgment 
against the measure. The passport system 
contemplated in the bill is certainly one 
which is foreign to our theory‘and practice 
of government, and which constituted an 
unfortunate, although necessary, feature of 
the proposed legislation. It being impossi- 
ble to legislate, out of the country the Chi- 
nese already here, it became needful to 
provide against their becoming confounded 
with others who might unlawfully enter the 
country. To meet this difficulty, the sys- 
tem of registration and passports was in- 


vented. But when the President leaves the 


discuasion of the-details of the treaty aad the 


It is hardly just to say that China has 
made great concessions to us, comparatively 
speaking, when we repeat that only an 
inconsiderable portion of that vast empire 
is open to foreign trade, while the Chinese 
immigrant may contend with the American 
native on every inch of the soil of the Re- 
public. We have made generous . treaties 
with China. These we must observe, even 
although it may be to our injury. But the 
Chinese have made us, relatively speaking, 
no concessions worthy of the name, except so 
far as any approach to privileges grant- 
ed to “‘foreign devils” is an unusual favor 
from the imperial Government of China. 
The President’s version of the Chinese un- 
derstanding of what was proposed to be 
done under the treaty of 1880 is much more 
to the point. 


There will naturally be great wrath and 
indignation in the Pacific States: when the 
President’s veto reaches that coast. It is 
not unlikely that some of the more turbulent 
spirits will seize the occasion, while popular 
feeling runs high, to incite to open violence. 
The Democratic Party, which has already 
claimed the credit of having passed the bill, 
will be swift to load the Republican Adminis- 
tration with reproaches; and it is probable 
that the immediate and temporary effect of 
the veto will be to prevent the return of Re- 
publican Senators and Representatives from 
the Pacific States for some time to come. 
But we are persuaded that when the first 
bitterness of the disappointment has passed, 
and less radical means for overcoming the 
Ohiuese evil arc e€mployed, the President’s 
firmness and wisdom will be recognized. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA TAX LAWS. 


The decision rendered yesterday by the 
Court of Common Pleas of Dauphin Coun- 
ty, Penn., in the suit of the Commonwealth 
against the Standard Oil Company to collect 
a large sum for arrears of taxes alleged to be 
due the State, will probably be accepted as 
a final settlement of the very important 
question at issue. This question, briefly 
stated, was whether a State may 
tax to its full value’ the ~ capital 
stock of a corporation doing only a part of 
its business within the limits of the State 
and having its domicile elsewhere. The 
manner in which the issue was raised was 
not wholly creditable to the Commonwealth, 
but the principles involved were not, of 
course, affected by that fact. The tax law 
of 1868 provides that ‘‘the capital stock of 
all companies whatever incorporated by or 
under any law of this Commonwealth, or in- 
corporated by any other State, and 
lawfully doing business in this Common- 
wealth, shall be subject to pay a tax 
into the Treasury of the Commonwealth 
annually at the rate of one-half of a mill for 
each 1 per cent. of dividend made or de- 
clared by such company,’’ &c. Up to the 
end of April, 1881, this law was uniformly 
construed by all the State authorities as im- 
posing a tax only upon property within the 
jurisdiction of the State,or upon so much 
of a company’s capital stock as might be 
invested or used in Pennsylvania, Audi- 
tor-General Scuge_u, whose term expired 
on April 30, 1881, so construed 
the act until the day before quitting 
his office, when, prompted, it is 
asserted, by political ambition, he attempted 
to make a record as an anti-monopolist by 
suddenly reversing his previous construction 
of the law. Assuming that the entire capi- 
tal stock of a foreign corporation doing 
business in the State was taxable, and se- 
lecting the most odious and grasping of all 
monopolies, the Standard Oil Company, for 
a test case, he made a computation, or ‘‘ set- 
tlement,”” showing that corporation to be in 
debt to the State, inclusive of taxes and pen- 
alties from 1868 to 1881, in the sum of 
$8,145,541. The duty of collecting this 
amount was Mr. SCHELL’s legacy to his suc- 
cessor in office, 

In preparing the case for trial the amount 
claimed was reduced to $796,642, of which 
about $247,000 was for interest and penalties 
for non-payment. The court assumed that 
the defendant’s appeal from a settlement at 
these figures was the basis of thesuit. The 
first point decided was that the Standard Oil 
Company, although it is an Ohio corpora- 
tion and has no office in Pennsylvania, 
was yet a corporation doing business in 
that State in the legal sense which brings it 
within the taxing power of the State. The 
second and main point involved a legal con- 
struction of the terms defining the aspects 
under which a corporation may present 
itself to the tax-gatherer. The Common- 
wealth insisted upon its power to levy upon 
the capital stock of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany apart from all relation to tangible 
property. The court, sustaining the 
view of the defendant, holds that 
the capital stock of this or any other cor- 
poration is practically identical with its 
tangible property, and supported this ruling 
with numerous citations from reports of 
cases decided in the Supreme Court of the 
United States and the courts of Pennsyl- 
vania. As it was sufficiently apparent that 
the tax laws of the State never contemplat- 
ed the taxing of property outside its 
limits, this declaration that capital 
stock may not be arbitrarily separated 
from the property it represents neces- 
sarily carried with it the decision on the 
main issue, which Judge Smronron ren- 
dered in the following terms: ‘‘ We have, 
therefore, no hesitation in coming to the 
conclusion that the true construction of the 
taxing acts must confine imposition of the 
tax toso much of the capital stock of the 


defendant as was, during the years included 


in the settlement, represented by the prop- 
erty and business of the defendant in the 
State.’’ 


It is well known that the Standard Oil 
Company is a large owner of the shares of, 
or has partnership interests in, many cor- 
porations wholly situated in the State of 
Pennsylvania. The court decides that this 
part of its property is not taxable, as these 
corporations are already once taxed on their 
capital stock. As computed by the court 
upon the basis of the dividends paid foreach 
of the years included in the settlement, the 
company owes the State for taxes, interest, 
and penalties the sum of $31,821. This is 
a trifle over 1 per cent. of the amount fig- 
ured out in Auditor-General ScHELL’s esti- 
mate. Notwithstanding the precedent of 
the decision in the case of the Gloucester 
Ferry Company, which was made to pay 


the State Treasury-taxes on ita whole. 


capital stock ulthough its-sole tangible prop- 
erty in Pennsylvania was a slip where its 
passengers were landed, there has been very 
little doubt that the decision in the test case 
against the Standard Oil Company would 


confine the operation of the tax laws to’ 


property within the State. Any other con- 
struction of the law would expose railroad 
and telegraph companies, to cite but two 
among many, to the hardship of taxation 
on their full capita] stock in more than one 
State. This decision accords with the con- 
struction put upon the New-York tax law, 
which is modeled upon that of Pennsylvania. 
The Standard Oil Company has in the 
past only too frequently shown its almost 
boundless power by bending the railroads, 
the Legislature, the Executive Department, 
and even the courts of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania to its will when attempts have been 
made to curb or thwart it. There is no oc- 
casion to attribute this decision, unques- 
tionably favorable to its interests, to any ille- 
gitimate influences, although some heedless 
anti-monopolists may insinuate something of 
the kind. The ruling of the court is evidently 
good law and entirely just in principle. Un- 
fortunately, its application will not secure 
to the State of Pennsylvania more than a 
tithe of the taxes this great corporation should 
pay into its Treasury. Its dividends have no 
recognized relation to its business and its 
profits. Starting with a capital stock of 
$1,000,000, ithas now piled up in undivided 
profits and other formsa capital of $80,000,- 
000, and its profits for eight years are esti- 
mated as high as $42,C00,000. It is a very 
dangerous monopoly for the State of Penn- 
sylvania and for the public at large—for the 
world, in fact, as every lamp that burns 
American petroleum pays tribute to it. 


LIBERALISM TURNED AWRY. 


Mr. Joun E. Massey, who was ousted 
from the office of Auditor of the State of 
Virginia by his fellow-Readjusters for no 
reason except that the place was wanted for 
another man, has already entered upon a 
campaign against Manonr, RIDDLEBERGER, 
and other leaders of thecoalition party. He 
proposes to make his fight by running as 
a candidate for Congressman at Large, but 
the opportunity’ for so doing depends upon 
the defeat of the pending reapportionment 
bill. Massmy’s chief object seems to be re- 
venge and the establishment of himself asa 
political leader since he is counted out of 
the existing combination. In other words, 
his campaign is one of division and destruc- 
tion, and has in view no positive object but 
his own advancement. The ex-Auditor was 
one of the original Readjusters and a sup- 
porter of the Riddleberger plan of partial 
repudiation. He has no new financial 
scheme to advance, so far as appears. Ap- 
parently he does not claim that the other 
alleged objects of the coalition of last year— 
the promotion of free suffrage and the sup- 
port of free schools—are neglected and call 
for a new crusade. But he seems to have 
come to the conclusion that Manone and his 
associates are a selfish and grasping set, 
chiefly intent on controlling patronage and 
strengthening their political power by get- 
ting all the available offices into their own 
keeping. In this he is plainly not far out 
of the way, and it can hardly be considered 
a cause for regret that the course of the 
Mahonites has excited opposition outside of 
the ranks of the Bourbons, 

The coalition of last year was based on an 
alleged ‘‘liberal’’ movement, which was to 
secure equal rights for all citizens, bring 
Virginia into harmonious relations with the 
rest of the Union, and lead to legislation 
and administration on enlightened and pro- 
gressive principles. The settlement of the 
debt on the Riddleberger plan was undoubt- 
edly a leading practical object, but in spite 
of this, and in the apparent absence of 
any chance of a more respectable treat- 
ment of the debt question, the coalition 
received the encouragement of many in and 
out of the State who had no sympathy 
with the Readjusters as such, but who 
hoped for good results from the overthrow 
of the Bourbons. There is no reason for 
regretting this encouragement, for whatever 
breaks up the old order of things prepares 
the way for the new, however long it may 
be in coming about. . But it is certain 
that the course of Senator Mansons 
and his followers gives litile assurance of 
fulfillment for the promises of the “lib- 
eral’”’ canvass of last year. The Riddleberger 
bill has become a law, and it is barely pos- 
sible that the troublesome debt question may 
pass out of Virginia politics. But the so- 
called **liberals,’’ under their present leader- 
ship, are exhibiting the narrowest and mean- 
est kind of partisanship. They crowded 
Massey out because he lacked subserviency. 
They elected RmppLEBERGER to the United 
States Senate as a political reward, and 
they have gone to work with the utmost 
zeal to get possession of all the offices 
in the State that can by any 
means be reached. Their reapportion- 
ment bill is an extreme specimen of gerry- 
mandering, intended to restrict the Demo- 
cratic representation of the State to the nar- 
rowest limits practicable. They went to 
work to get Judges out of office by abolish- 
ing the old judiciary and establishing a new 
one, by redistricting and by changing the 
number of circuits. Their sole object in 
this was’to get possession of the judicial 
offices. In short, the work of the Legisla- 
ture thus far has been anything but liberal 
or progressive in its character. 


In view of the course of Manone and his 
party, the question arises whether the mate- 
rial yet exists in Virginia or in other South- 
ern States out of which a really progressive 
and constructive party can be built. The 
general intelligence seems to be of a low 
order; education, both scholastic and practi- 
cal, is in a backward state, and the popular 
conscience appears to lack the sensitiveness 
of a genuine moral vitality. The Republican 
Party is in a disorganized condition, and 
at best depends mainly on an ignorant 
negro vote, led by men whose unself- 
ish purposes are not very conspicuous. The 
Bourbons are wedded to past traditions and 
affected with a moral and political dry rot, 
which promises nothing better than gradual 
extinction. Independent movements are 
apt to be personal in their incentives and 
aims. They are wrought out of dissatisfied 
elements and directed by men whose ambi- 
tion is too often selfish in the narrowest 
sense. Free suffrage is a blessing, but it 
ought to have a higher purpose than to en- 


able a cligue of leaders. and nlotters to con- | has two 


trol patronage and use the offices of a State 
to strengthen themselves in power. 


But however discouraging the present po- 
litical outlook in the South may be, the 
agitation that is going on there is far more 
hopeful than quiescence would be. It pre- 
vents stagnation and keeps the elements 
stirred up. Independent movements may 
rise and subside. Parties and coalitions of 
parties may be formed and turned 
into narrow channels to force new 
divisions. But this constant agitation, 
if it serves no better purpose, is educating 
the people and breaking up the old order of 
things. The elements will be kept in a con- 
dition favorable to wider and deeper move- 
ments which in time may evolve a sounder 
order of things. It is evidently the mass of 
the Southern people and not the political 
‘waves upon the surface that must be stirred 
to a quicker, a healthier, and a higher polit- 
ical life, and this transformation is not the 
work of a year or a dozen years. 


People who want to have Sergt. Mason 
pardoned ought to find the lynching ofa 
culprit in Kokomo, Ind., on Monday night 
quite in the line of their ideas of justice, This 
poor wretch, accused, it is true, of a most atro- 
cious crime, was dragged from jail, amid the 
applause of a crowd of 700 or 800 people, 
and was hanged after being subjected to a 
curious series of interrogatories by a clergy- 
man, who opened the proceedings with 
prayer, while apparently protesting against 
their final issue. The victim was al- 
lowed to sing ‘‘See that my grave 
is kept green” as a preparation for 
the next world, and his final request, ‘‘ Hang 
me decent,”’ is said to have been complied 
with. 'To-day’s dispatches contain further 
evidence that the plan of fighting crime with 
crime is growing infavor. It seems that the 
killing of the outlaw Jess—E JAMES was in 
pursuance of a bargain between the Govern- 
or of Missouri and two companions or inti- 
mates of that desperado. The man who 
shot JAMEs in cold blood was promised in 
advance of the deed a fourth of the 
reward offered for his capture and 
a pardon. By way of forwarding the 
good work, the courageous citizens of In- 
dependence, Mo., being now relieved from 
all fear of the vengeance of Jamzs, talk of 
organizing a lynching party for the sum- 
mary disposal of the cases of the accused 
train robbers. 


[THE BELGIAN EXHIBITION. 


WIERTZ AND HIS IMITATORS—HISTORICAL 
PAINTBES—THE INFLUENCE OF PARIS 
ON BELGIAN ART. 


People seldom bestir themselves in a matter 
until it is almost too late, Strolling through the 
four or five rooms in the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine Arts, where the Belgian Government has 
eaused to be admirably plaeed about 300 paintings 
and marbles, it oceurs to one to imagine what 
effect such an exhibition wouid have had in the 
United States 100rl5 years ago. Certainly these 
big pictures would have been taken for much more 
remarkable efforts of genius than they now are 
It may be, too, that the pietures themselves would 
have been less able at that period, more academ- 
ical, stilted, and untrue to nature. For Belgian art 
has been improving during the last two decades 
under the influence of French examples of artistic 
drill and through the direct teaching got in Paris 
by young Belgians. But the advance of art 
in America has been much faster, whether 
it is equally desirable only the future can tell. 
When, therefore, the Belgian Government accept- 
ed the proposition ef the Academy here—that the 
Belgian show should be opened in Philadelphia— 


the move, although seme 10 years too late, must be 
considered thoroughly sound and business-like, 
thoroughly in keeping, moreover, with the thrift 
and enterprising nature ef Belgica. For the Bel- 
gians have always been eminent, if not pre-eminent, 
in the arts, and many of the names of painters most 
proclaimed in Paris reach back beyond the north- 
ern borders of Franee, close up to the classic 
haunts of the old Dutch masters. While a keen eye 
to the main chance and talents fer comfort and 
commerce are Belgian traits, these donot seem to 
interfere with the development, occasionally, of 
artists who come nearly up to the limits of genius. 
The generality of Belgian art has a matter-of-faet 
spirit in it that the French are very ready to notice 
and reprove. The fact is, however, that there is 
more of the tree Gradgrind spirit shown in French 
than in Belgian art. It is as if the French had 
really more imagination to dispose of and tried to 
repress it, while the Belgians, with less, gave it all 
its value in their work. 

Whoever has been to Brussels is likely to have 
seen the Musée Wiertz, where an eccentric old 
painter lived, painted vast canvases, and died. 
Although he did not have the methods of the later 
realists, he attempted realism in all sorts of —— 
For instance, the visitor must peep through holes 
in a screenin orderto seea painted figure of a 
prisoner in allits ghastliness, with obligatory pal- 
lor, chains, and misery. Baron Wiertz was given 
to all sorts of tricks likethis. Although an extreme 
type of Belgian artists in his day, only a few of the 
paintings here shown seem to belong to the same 
 empar school, M. Edmend Shepens, of Ghent, 

as a painting exactly representing an oper book, 
the eutlines of the faces of the leaves being given 
without any surrounding frame. It tries to bea 
literal transcript of an open boek of by-laws of an 
old Flemish corporation, with the texture of pa- 
per, color of ink, and piece of string that binds it 
rendered as truly as possible. This is inthe Wiertz 
manner, Somewhat in the vein of the same old 
painter is M. Constantin Meunier’s ** Metallurgy,” 
done in 1880, the subjeet of which will at once re- 
call the large painting by John F. Weir, showing 
the interior of the Cold Spring foundry. Itis a 
view of stee! casting, an Academic picture of no 
great vigor. The half-naked workmen are not par- 
ticularly energized; but perhaps in that respect 
too little is tter than too much. While the 
method of painting is broader and softer than that 
of Baron Wiertz it has bis unreal coloration, with- 
out his energy. . 

The majority of these painters, of whom there 
are more than 150, while the pictures number 
scarcely 270, tend toward French methods of 
work. Here and there one sees men who have 
worked after the effects of the old Duteh 
— of interiors. “The Wheelwright,” 

y Adrien de Braeckeleer is a clean and 
hard, well-brushed pieture that makes one 
think of the oil chromo. The oid painters of 
marines in Belgium and Holland have been studied 
to good profit by Robert Montgomery, ot Ant- 
werp; in “At Sea” the waves, with crests biown 
off by the gale. are dealt with handsomely; and by 
Alexandre Bouvier, whose “* The Coming Storm” 
has a good y-green sea and a very conventional 
sky, and by Eugene Walters, of ange in “ Fish- 
ermen Going to the Help of a Ship on Fire off the 
Coast of France.” There is also a Brussels painter 
here, M. Gedfried Guffens, who has gone to old 
tapestries for his manger, and shows two colored 
cartoons which are sketches for mural paint- 
ings in the City Halls of Ypres and Courtral 
Mention might also be made of M. Emile Goddink, 
of Antwerp, whose * Fisherwomen” recall the 
poses of Franz Hals without attaining, and perbaps 
without trying to attain, the brushwork of that 
master. There is also a touch of the old art in two 

ictures by M. Henri Francois Schaefels, which, as 
Belgian in subject, take the lead of the whole ex- 
hibition, and in style and touch are only sur- 

assed by the two from M. Evariste Carpentier. 
n “Episode of the ‘Spanish Fury’ he gives 
a spirited battle scene between Spanish 
veteran moors and Belgian patriots. It 
is the attac on the ont des Anguilles 
by the Spaniards against the ** Beggars of the Sea.” 
1576. Remarkably fine are the tones in the build- 
ings and excellent the effect of popular fury in the 
struggling group of male and female citizens, A 
troop of helmeted Spaniards rush on on the left. 
All the figurestare rather thick-set and squat, like 
the men of Van Ostade and Teniers. His other con- 
tribution 1s leas m subject and has no call for spirit. 
It is the picture of an old flag-ship of a bygone pat-

its gig in the foreground bringing on board a part 
of some importance.

The 
pry | sailors lug at the oars; the lines ef the flag- 
ship lie broad and flat on the water. The water is 
quiet, yet full of life. The tones of the great jsails 
are very fine; they are neither new sails nor col- 
ored sails, but sails that have seen hard service. 
Great charm pervades the work of M. Schaefels 
and not one trace of smartness. 

These are the exceptions. The others, for the 
most part, bear witness to the powers exercised by 
the aeute, unsentimental mind of Frenchmen of 
the Parisian type on the minds of artists in other 
lands. Belgium, which has sent to Paris many 
famous men, and from whom France has learned 
lesson after jesson, is no more exempt from the in- 
fluence of the great fashion-setting centre than is 
Italy or Spain. Perkaps England is more impervi- 
ous than Belgium, owing to geographical causes 
and the all-important difference of tongues. For 
Freneh is spokenin Belgium quite as much as in 
many parts of France. One of the significant 
things is the absence of landscapes, 
pn ey A or meee in je solece as at @ 
ourren’ on exhibition.

The mother 
rushes forward to deprecate his wrath. The 
younger children have various expressions of 
fright or indifference; the giri hides her face in her 
hands and is about to turn away. In this the com- 
—- is not impeccable and the colors are not 
rought together as they should be. There ars 
many unnecessary res in the scene. Other 
Academic pictures are by Alexandre Robert—~ 
“Charles V. in the Presence of Death,” and by 
Emile Wauters, “Jean IV., Duke of Brabant 
and tbe Guilds of Brussels,” 1421. Here 
the Duke is an_ insignificant figure on 
horseback with his back turned. Some 
of the rebellious tradesmen holding forth to bim 
are spirited and well painted. The sketch, by the 
same artist, of “Mary of Burgundy Taking the 
Oath at Brussels,” 1477, shows that he has great 
talents, which do not have enough weight when he 
comes to finish his pictures. The scene is ably and 
energetically pictured, and the wager would be 
safe to make that this study for the painting 
on the grand stairway at the City Hall of Brusseis 
is better than the finished painting in place. 
Another historical painter is Josepn Gérard, of 
Brussels. His *‘Interview between Philip the Good 
and the Delegates from Ghent before the Battle 
of Gavres” has everything to recommend it except 
the greatest; of genius it does not show one trace. 
Many of these historical painters are quite a3 much 
Belgian in style as French; but they generally 
show in one spot or another the Freneh influence, 
M. Georges, P. M. van den Bos stands between 
Paul Viry, whom be surpasses in quality and 
textures, and Willems, to whom he is superior in 
expression. He is a modern, very modern me- 
dizvalist in subject. Leon Herbo, of Brussels, is 
given to hotly colored half-lengths. His “* Fan- 
tasia” is a French-Oriental houri, polished up to 
the texture of a plaque and colored with all the 
abandonment of Benjamin Constant. 

If the collection is peculiar for its number of 
historical pictures, it is really best in the pictures 
of animals and of still life. Edmund de tere, 
of Brussels, has an out-door view of shaggy, rougn 
brood mares in a pasture, which is strikingly direct 
and true to nature. ** Dogs Running in the Woods" 
is good work. He never idealizes. Very different 
is Henri de Pratere, of Courtrai, whose “Shooting 
Match with Long Bow” belongs to a bygone. 
and, let us hope, never to be resurrected 
stage of art. Jean kobio has some 
flowers, and a study of flowers with a 
brood of young partridges; all bright, finely 
touched brilliant work, neither bard nor effeminate, 
Altogether the collection 1s highly interesting and 
should be seen. Deseriptions of collections of 
paintings are only make-skifts at the best. When 
the viewing in Philadelphia is at an end the entire 
collection should be brought to New-York fora 
few weeks to give amateurs an idea of what the 
art of Belgium to-day is. The mere fact that the 
majority of the paintings tell a definite story ough# 
to make the exhibition a success popularly. but 
the contract is that allshall go back directly to 
Brussels. A number of marbles and bronzes are 
also shown, but, with one exeeption, they hardly 
deserve mention. This exception is Paul de 
Vigne, whose ** Poyerella,” (brenze statuette,) is ag 
far as possibile removed from the ordinary finikia, 
anxious work of sculptors; whose “Romaine” 
(bronze bust) has spirit, and whese “Psyche” 
(bronze head and shoulders) bas the lovliness, if 
not of an antique, than of the very bestof the 
French sculptors of the Renaissanee. The thought- 
ful sadness of this young face is exquisite, and its 
charm is all the greater because it is surrounded 
by a variety of cupids, mammas, and babies, postur- 
ing and capering after the fashion of the garden 
of the Salon exhibitions and the halls of Italian 
modern statuary. Great efforts are made by 
the Academy to attract visitors. A good band 
plays every night. The visitors are not many, 
however, and so far only nine pictures have been 
sold, aggregating a little over $3,000. It is hardiy 
fair to these Belgian gentlemen to invite their pic- 
tures to America and not give them the chance 
of sale in the City where sales of works of art are 
most important.

THE MURDERED OUTLAW 


THE STATH OFFICERS PREVIOUSLY 
ARRANGING FOR THE KILLING. 
SHOT DOWN WITH A RIFLE WHICH HE GAVE 
TO HIS SLAYER—THREATS OF HIS 
FRIENDS — GOV. ORITTENDEN’S AR- 

RANGEMENT WITH ROBERT FORD. 

Sr. Josern, Mo., April 4.—The following 
are the particulars of the shooting of Jesse James 
yesterday: After having eaten breakfast, Jesse 
wames and Charles Ford went to the stable te 
curry the horses, and, on returning to the room 
where Robert Ford was, Jesse said: “It's an 
awfully hot day.” He pulled off his coat and vest 
and tossed them on the bed. Then he said: “I 
guess I'll take off my pistols for fear somebody will 
see them if I walk in the yard.” Heunbuckled the 
belt in which he carried two 45-calibre revolvers, 
vue @ Smith & Wesson and the other a Colt, and 
laid them.on the bed with his coat and vest. He 
then picked up a dusting-brush, with the intention 
of dusting some pictures which hung on the wall. 
In order to do this he got on a chair, his back being 
how turned to the brothers, who silently stepped 
between Jesse and his revolvers, and, at 
p motion from Charlie, both drew their 
guns. Robert was the quicker ef the two. 
Jn one motion he had the long weapon on a level 
tvith his eye, with the muzzle not more than four 
feet from the back of the outlaw’s head. Even in 
that motion, quick as thought, there was some- 
thing which did not escape the acute ears of the 


hunted man. He madea motion asif to turn his 

ead to ascertain the cause of that suspicious 
pound, but too Jate. A nervous pressure on the 
trigger, a quick flash, a sharp report, and the well- 
directed ball crashed through the outlaw’s skull, 
There was no outcry—just a swaying of the body, 
and it fell heavily back upon the carpeted floor 
the ball having entered the base of the skull and 
made its way out through the forehead over the 
left eye. It had been fired out of a Colt’s 45” im- 
proved weapen. silver mounted and peari-han- 
died, which had been presented by the dead 
man to his slayer. only a_ few days ago. 
Mrs. James was in the kitchen when the shooting 
eras done, separated from the room im which tae 
tragedy occurred by the dining-room. She heard 
the shot and, dropping her household duties, ran 
Into the front room. She saw her husband lying 
pn his back, and his slayers, each holding his 
revolver in his hand, making forthe fenee in the 
rear of the house. Robert had reached the in- 
closure and was in the act of scaling it, 
when she stepped to the door and called 
to him: ‘‘Robert, you have done _ this; 
come back.” Robert answered: “I swear 
to God I did not.” They then returned to where 
bhe stood. Mrs. James ran to the side of her hus- 
band and lifted up his head, Life was not yet ex- 
tinct, and when she asked him if he were burt it 
keemed to her that he wanted to say something 
but could not. She tried to wash away the bloed 
that was coursing over his face from the hole in his 
forehead, but it seemed to her that the blood 
came faster than she could wash it away, and in 
her arms Jesse James died. 

Mrs. Samuels, the mother of the dead outlaw, ar- 
rived here at.9:45 this morning from her home in 
Clay County. She is a large woman, 57 years 
of age, with black hair well sprinkled 
with gray. She was incredulous, upon her 
arrival, about the dead man being her 
Bon Jesse, and was not fully convinced until she 
was driven to his late residence, where she met his 
svidow, who embraced the old lady. Both mani- 
fested great emotion. Mrs. Samuels, accompanied 
by Mrs. James and her children, was driven to the 
undertaker’s, where they viewed the body of Jesse. 
The scene was very affecting,the mother, widow and 
children all joining in lamentations. Mrs. Sam- 
nels said that the body was that of her son, and 
with great emotion exclaimed: ** Would to God it 
was not.”” The mother re-entered the carriage 
und was driven to the Court-house, where she was 
to testify at the Coroner’s inquest which was then 
in progress. 

The Coroner's jury assembled agaiu at 9 o'clock 
this morning. The court-room was crowded to 
puftocation, there being no standing room inside, 
aud crowds stood in the corridors outside unable 
to gain admission. The most intense interest was 
manifested and the closest attention paid to the tes- 
timony. H. H. Craig, Police Commissioner of 
Kansas City, was the first witness. Being 
sworn, he said: “The body eorresponds with the 
description of Jesse James; I know the Fords; 
Robert Ford assisted Sheriff Timberlake and my- 
self; he was not eommissioned; he acted under 
our instructions; Charles Ford was not acting un- 
fier our instructions.”’ Sheriff Timberiake testified 
that he was acquainted with Jesse James and 
recognized the y; they were personally ac- 
cuainted; saw him last in 1870; knew bis face; 
he had a finger off. The witness told Ford to get 
his brother to assist him. Dick Little was sworn 
pnd testified: “ I have seen the body and recognize 
it as the body of Jesse James; I have mo doubt 
of it; the general appearanee is that of Jesse 
james; the finger is off, as James's was, and 
i recognize the scars on the side and thigh.” 
James Finley testified: “I was not acquainted 
with Jesse James; I went to the house after the 
plooting, and found two horses; I sent two efficers 
after the Jehnsons, as they were then called; 
Ford came and acknowledged thé shooting; he de- 
scribed the wounds on the body, and claimed that 
the man was Jesse James; Ford told me that there 
were watches and jewelry at the house; { found 
watches, jewelry, pistols, cartridges, and & purse; 
I gave the purse to Mrs. James; it had some small 
paange i. it; a scarf-pin was feund with the letters 

Mrs. Samuels was then called. As she entered 
the room aj! eyes were turned upon her, and men 
stood on the seats, craned their necks, and used 
every endeavor to gain a view of the 
womga, who, although the mother of an outlaw, 
had the respect of every one in the room. 
She moved with a slow step and bowed head to 
the witness stand. She was a large woman, with 
kindly face and eyes and a somewhat prominent 
nose. Her hair is black, sprinkled with ‘gray. She 
was dressed In black, with a black straw hat and 
black veil, the latter artly covering her 
face. When she took the stand her face 
had a resolute appearance, but as the 
pxamigation went on that disappeared, and she 
was very much affected. She testified that she was 
the mother of Jesse James, and that she had seen 
the bedy but a moment before. “Is that 
the body of your son?" asked the Cor 
oner. “It is,’ she answered, and then

When 
Mrs, Samuels retired from the court-room a thrill- 
ing incident oecurred. Dick Little was standing 
py the door, and as she neared the opening she saw 
tim. Her eyes rested on him fora moment, then she 
turned upon him with the fiereeness of a tigress. 
“Traitor! traitor! traitor!’ she excitedly ex- 
claimed; **God will send vengeance on you for this. 
You are the cause of allthis. Oh, you villain! I 
would rather bein my poor boy’s piace than in 
yours.” Little cowered like a whipped dog before 
the bereaved mother, and turned pale and red a 
turns. “I did not hurt him,” he answered. “ 
thought you knew who killed him.” Mrs. Samuels's 
only reply was, “Oh, Ged! my poor boy! my poor 
os Sbe then left the room. 

The jury retired, and subsequently revurned the 
following verdict: ‘* We, the jury, find that the 
neceased is Jesse James, and that he came to his 
feath by a pistal shot at the hands of Robert 
Ford.” Thetwo Ford brothers are confined 1n jail 
charged with murder on a warrant sworn out by 
Mrs. James. They will not be interviewed, an 
the Sheriff refuses admittance to all comers, 
Robert Ford, who did the shooting, is 22 years old,

AN OLD ACCOMPLICE’S COMMENT. 


AM INTERVIEW WITH COLE YOUNGER, IN : 


JAIL IN MINNESOTA. 

Sr. Pavux, Minn., April 4.—Upon receipt of 
the news of the death of Jesse James last night 
Tue Trves's correspondent went over to Stillwater, 
where Cole and Bob Younger are serving a life sen- 
tence in the Minnesota penitentiary. Access to the 
prisoners was denied last night, but he was admit- 
ted this morning, and found “the beys,” as they 
are called, quite ready to talk about their 
dead leader. Bob Younger,j#who is in ill 
health, took little part in the conversation. 
Cole had heard a rumor of the news and was eager 
forconfirmation. The Warden,in whose room the in- 
terview occurred, permitted him to see a newspaper 
with the story of the killing. Cole's first remark was 


that there would be no trouble in identifying the 
body if it was Jesse, “for,” pointing to his 
right breast, “he has a bullet wound here 
that would tell; he was shot twice in the same 
place, and was attended by Dr. Wood, of Kansas 
City, foralong time. For six or eight months he 
was lying at Kansas City, hoveriug  be- 
tween life and death, and continued under the 
doctor’s care four or five years, until he went to 
California in 1868. He lost the use of that lung, 
and consequently has but one now, which would 
be revealed by a post-mortem, The whole story,” 
continued Cole, ‘“‘is a very plausible one and 
no doubt true; it would be about the enly oppor- 
tunity any one could get to kill him.” Cole said he 
had no sympathy with any of these persons, and if 
ox Shy out among themselves and killed each other, 
he had no objections. They were nothing to him, 
He did not know the Ford brothers, but did not 
know but what they might be sons ofa man by 
that name who was assoelated with him in the war. 
Cole spoke of the reeent train robbery, where 
Dick ittle turned State's evidence, and 
said he saw nething that answered 
to the description or actions of the 
James brothers, and thought it more than 
likely that some of the Kansas City sharks had 
put up the job—got Little and the 
others into it by giving them the idea 
that thé James boys were at the head of it. 
Anether fact which led him to think it was a new 
gang was that if they were old friends of his 
they would never have gone into the neighbor- 
heod, knowing that his unele and aunt were 
endeavoring to do something for him here, and 
committed the robbery and murdered the con- 
ductor in cold blood because that-would counter 
act everything that had been done.

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RIOH AND RARE FLOWERS. 
THE FINK DISPLAY MADE BY THE HORTICUL- 


TURAL SOCIETY YESTERDAY. 

The April meeting of the New-York Horti- 
cultural Society, held yesterday afternoon in Re- 
publican Hall, Thirty-third-street, near Sixth-ave- 
nue, was marked by an exceptionally fine exhibi- 
tion of flowers. Viewed as a whole the display 
presented a variety of form and wealth ef color- 
ing that were pleasing in the highest degree. 
The roses made the finest show among the 
cut flowers. There were roses of all 
colors, from pure white to deepest saffron, 


from tinted white to warmest pink, and from pale 
scarlet to the burning crimson of the jacqueminot. 
A romarkable feature of the rose display was the 
extraordinary size of the specimens, many of which 
were as large around as an ordinary saucer. The 
most noteworthy feature of the exhibition, how- 
ever, was the display of orehids, which was not 
only very large, but very varied. There was the 
* Venus’s slipper,” the ‘‘cow’s mouth," the fiery 
orchid, orchids with clusters of yellow, bell-like 
flowers, orahids resembling monstrous speckled 
spiders with legs six inches long,and orehids covered 
with a perfegt cloud of lilao and purple flowers, 
The display of cape asters, or cineraria, was espe- 
cially fine. These flowers are so thickly clustered 
together as to present to the eye a surface like a 
floral carpet, and when seen as they were yester- 
day, in numerous colors harmoniously blended, the 
effect is most agreeable. There were varieties 
showing the richest hues of pink, scarlet, crimson, 
blue, and purple, variegated varieties, and one very 
pretty and pecuilar specimen with a pure white 
eontre, encireled by a rieb purple rim. 

Another interesting feature of the exhibition 
was a collection of hardy Spring flowers, both na- 
tive and foreign, which included the ‘* bird's foot” 
violet, the white variety found on Long Island and 
the blue variety from the New-Jersey lowlands. 
In the same class, also, were some pretty crocuses. 
Among the peculiar plants on exhibition was a 
——* of syclamen trained over a balicon- 
shaped wire trame, upon which its quaint, cone- 
shaped blessoms of crimson, tipped with purple, 
hung like a famtastic head-dress. The Republic of 
Chili was represented by a showy flower of the 
pastartion family—7 um iricolorum.

TWO CHILDREN KILLED. 
ORUSHED BY A FALLING WALL—OONTRAC- 
TOR AND TWO LABORERS ARRESTED. 
The crash of a falling wail created a great 
commotion in the vicinity of James-street and Yew 
‘Bowerv at 2:40 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and 
those who heard it rushed to the eourt be- 
tween the front and rear tenements of No. 9 
James-street, whence the noise evidently proceed- 
ed. There ascene of terrible confusion was wit- 
nessed, A fifteen-foot wall which divided the lots 
between the tenement courts of Nos. 9 and 11 had 
fallen, filling up the yard and a portion of the cel- 
lar and basemert of No. 9 toa depth of from one 
to three feet with bricks, mortar, and general 
débris. Several small childrem had been playing in 
the yard a few moments befere. It was rumored 
that a number of the little ones had been killed, 


and all the women in the adjacent tenements who 
missed any of their offspring were in astate of 
frantic excitement, some of them erdeavoring to 
tear up the bricks with their hands. The wall, 
which was 16 inches in width, had been forced over 
by about 15,000 brick whick had been piled against 
it by the laborers who were'tearing down the old 
brewery buildiag iu the rear of Nos. 11 and 18 
James-street. 

Notice of the accident. was sent to the Oak-street 
Police station, and Coroner Horrman immediately 
set the workmen who were occupied on the brew- 
ery building to clearing away the bricks and rub- 
bish, and the body of a small boy was feund near 
the edge of the fallen wall, His head was flat- 
tened out of all shape, and the left arm, legs, and 
ribs were evidently broken in several places. Tne 
bedy was identified as that of John Donnigan, the 
son of a widow who lives on the top floor of the 
tenement at No. 9 James-street. Shortly after the 
horribly mangled ye | of Louisa Boehnecke, only 
8% years old, was taken out, and the two little 
bodies were carried to the Oak-street Police sta- 
tion on a stretcher, followed by their sorrow- 
stricken parents. Additional search among the 
rubbish of the fallen wall only revealed a cat 
which, strange to say, was not very badly hurt. 
Two other missing children—Jeunie Phillips and 
Daniel Quinn—were diseovered in the cellar of the 
tenement, where they had escaped but a moment 
before the wall fell. 

“Jobnnie” Donnigan, the hoy who was killed, 
was an industrious little fellow of 14. He was 
ekyes by a milk-dealer named Nathan, and is 
very highly spoken of. The little girl was a 
daughter of Frank E. Boehneke, who lived in 
the rear tenement, and is an agent for the 
sale of paints. The residents of the adjoining 
tenements say that if the wall had fallen after 
school hours the slaughter of children would have 
been terrible, as there are generally from 40 to 
50 of them playing in the court in the afternoon. 
Mrs. Phillips, who lives on the first floor of the rear 
tenement at No. 9 James-street, and was the only 
witness of the accident from that side of the court, 
says that a moment before the wall feil she saw 
the two children who were killed and several 
others playing near it. She sawthe wall totter 
and rushed toward the eourt to try and rescue her 
little child of 3 years, who was among the children, 
put the wall fell with acrash the next moment, 
and, very woqeneiy. her child just escaped the 
bricks from the edge of the wall and was unin- 
jured. Upon ascertaining the cause of the acci- 
cent, Coroner Herrman ordered the arrest of Daniel 
F. Mahoney, one of the firm of Mahoney Brothers, 
carpenters and builders, who have taken a contract 
to erect a three-story building on the site of the 
old brewery. Mr. Mahoney said that he had let 
the contract for taking down the old building to 
Herman Hafke, whose foreman, a8 man named 
Holwell, had caused the bricks to be piled against 
the wall. Holwel! could not be found, and two of 
tbe laborers, Thomas Cox and James Riehardson, 
refused to say by whose orders they bad piled the 
brick, or whether they knew where Holwell was. 
bey were also put under arrest, , 

The building which is being taken down fs the 
oldiGottsberger brewery, and is owned by the Kirk 
estate of Albany. It has not been in use for some 
time except as a store-house for old rubbish, The 


bricks whick were plied against the wall must haye - 


weighed several tons. The bodies of the two chil- 
dren, by permission of Coroner Herrman, were re- 
moved in the afternoon from the Police station to 
an undertaker's rooms, where a wake was held 
Jast evening. After assuring himself that there 
were n0 more bodies under the ruins of the fallen 
wall the Coroner ordered the débris left as it was, 
in order that it might be shown toa jury which 
will be impaneled this morning. He subsequently 
took the testimony of Daniel I’. Mahoney, the eon- 
traetor, and the two laborers, who were not so ob- 
stinate in their answer after being threatened 
with the House of Detention. Mr. Maboney testi- 
fied that he visited the place at 11 o’vloek yester- 
day morning with the inspector of Buildings, who 
thought everything was allright. By the advice of 
his coussel, Mr. Mahoney refused to sign his depo- 
sition. The laborers teatitied that they had piled 
the brick against the wall by order of Holwell. At 
the conclusion of the investigation Mr. Mahoney 
was admitted to bail in the sum of $10,000, and the 
two laborers were allowed to depart upon Mr. Ma- 
honey’s assurance that they should be present at 
the inquest. 

Christopher Holwell, the foreman in charge otf 
the work which caused the accident, was arrested 
soon after 11 o'clock last night, by Detectives Karr 
and Maher, at his home, No. 26 Division-street. 
He was taken to the Fourth Precinot Station-house, 
where he will be held to await Coroner Herrman’s

FIRE’S DESTRUCTIVE WORK 


DISASTROUS CONFLAGRATION IN 
HOPKINTON, MASS. 

MORE THAN HALF THE BUSINESS PORTION 
OF THE TOWN DESTROYED, INCLUDING 
THE TOWN HALL, BOOT FAOTORY, AND 
A CHURCH—INCENDIARISM THE CAUSE 
—THE Loss $350,000. 

Hopxinton, Mass., April 4,—The most de- 
structive fire that ever occurred in Hopkinton 
broke out at 8 A. M., commencing at the Town 
Hall and sweeping that building, occupied hy P. 
W. Smith, clothing, H. C. Wilburs & Co., groceries, 
andthe telephone office. It also destroyed the 
boot factory of Bridges & Co., adjacent, the blocks 
occupied by the Post Office and b. 4,A. Sweet, 
dry goods: the hotel and its barn, the Chapel Bulld- 
ing, occupied by Miss Leonard, millinery; the office 
of Dr. 0. C. White, dentist; J. Shankle & Co., dry 
goods; B. E. Dewey, drugs; the Congregational 
Churoeh, L. H. Wakefield's heuse and barn, Mahon’s 
building, occupied by Mahon Brothers, dry goods 
and groceries; T. Toher, billiard hall; N. L. Park- 
er, barber, and the residence of Patrick McGowen 
and Timothy Curran. The fire was probably of 
incendiary origin, and it is thought that pDow- 
der was exploded in the basement under a 
back room attached to P. W. Smith’s 
clothing store. The explosion was quite 
loud aud was heard by many in the vicinity. The 
loss will aggregate $850,000. Bridges & Co.’s fac- 
tory, owned by Claflin, Coburn & Co., of ton, 
was the mainstay of the tewn, employing about 
450 hands in the shop and giving employment to 
many outside—about 600 in all. 1m. 5,000 to 6,000 
cases of finished goods were stored in their build- 
ing. Their loss will be about 000 on stock and 
finished work, while the building and machinery 
cost about $60,000. It is understood that their in- 
surance amounts to about $150,000.

FOOD FISH AND OYSTERS 


‘DISCUSSING THEIR HABITS, OULTI- 
VATION, AND PROPAGATION. 

A NEW THEORY OF THE MIGRATORY HABITS 
OF 8SHAD—WHY SALMON-RAISING IN THE 
EAST I8 A FAILURE—FUTILE ATTEMPTS 
TO PROPAGATE THE OYSTER. 


The annual meeting of the American Fish- 
tultural Association was concluded yesterday. At 
the business meeting the following new members 
Were elected: Charles Pease, Cleveland, Ohio; W. 
H. Truslow, Cazenovia, N. ¥.; F. J. Jessup, Vir- 
ginia City, Nev., and W. E. Garrett, New-York 
City. The honorary members elected were Prof, 
Thomas Huxley, of England; the Emperor Fred- 
erick Wilhelm, Herr von Behr, President of the 
Deutsche Fischeref Verein, and Herr von dem 
Borne, allof Germany, and John D. Jones, of Cold 
Bpring, Long Island, 

Prof. C. W. Smiley, of the Smithsonian Institute, 
Washington, D. C.,a United States Fish Commis- 
Bioner, read the first paper presented yesterday, 
in which the fisheries of the five great lakes were 
considered, a comparison being made between the 
Statistics. gathered by the United States Commis- 
Bion in 1871 and those gathered in 1879 for the 
census statistics. The total number of pounds 
catch reported in 1872, with four large points want- 
ing, was 42,350,000 pounds. Making a fair estimate 
for missing ports, the total catch was 50,000,000 
peunds. During the year 1879 the total catch was 
68,742,000 pounds, which was probably smaller than 
in the intervening years. The greatest decline in 
the catches was shown in returns from the ports of 
Buffalo and Cleveland, and the greatest increase 
in the returns at Chicago, where, in 1872, the catch 
marketed was 7,462,150 pounds, and in 1879, 17,247,- 
670 pounds. As fishermen have more effective ap- 
paratus forcapture than formerly, and the lakes are 
more thoroughly and exhaustively fished than be- 
fore, the slight Increase in the catch during the 
decade virtually means a decrease in the quantity 
of fish, and that a gradual depopulation is follow- 
ing the introduction of small meshed nets and the 
use of steamers. In support of this theory Prof, 
Smiley gave a large number of statistics showing 
the gradual but certain extermination of the white- 
fish and saimon trout. This was due in part to the 
fact that there were enough nets used in Lake 
Michigan alone to reach, if stretched in a contin- 


ous line, from one end of the lake tothe other. 
The white-fish mow caught are rarely ever 
large enough to rate higher than No. 3, 
and no fish large enough to rate as os. 
1 and 2 are ever caught. Old fishing places 
once fairly alive with fish are now exhausted and 
deserted by the fishermen to superanuated Indians 
and gulls. Another cause for the disappearance 
of the fish is the prevalence of quantities of saw- 
dust near the mouths of rivers, which destroys the 
fish. In Lake Erie, though white-fish and trout 
have decreased, the quantity of bass, pike, and 
sisco has increased since alewives were intro- 
duced. As a preventive to this wholesale exter- 

ination the Professor recommended legislation 

y the several States which shall specify the size of 
mesh to be used in both setne and gill nets, mak- 
ing the mesh so large that young fish may be al- 
lowed to escape from the nets when captured in 
a general haul. 

The Secretary, Mr. Barnet Phillips, read a paper 
by Seth Green on “The Hatching of Sturgeon and 
Striped Bass.” Artificial hatching was necessary, 
Mr. Green held, if the continuance of these desira- 
ble food fish in our waters is to be assured. This 
propagation is attended with mary more difficul- 
ties than attena the artificial cultivation of other 
varieties. The chief enemy to the sturgeon is the 
eel, which, when the female sturgeon is ripe and 
ready to deposit her spawn, often enters the vent 
and remains there until it has stripped her of all 
her ova. As aremedy against this evil he recom- 
mends the placing of tne fish inacar and placing 
about it a harness of some kind that will prevent 
the eel from entering herand destroying the spawn. 
With such apparatus and properly protected waters 
in which to further breeding, he is of opinion that 
sturgeon may be successfully propagated. He has 
Bucceeded in hatching out in his shad- 
hatching boxes 155,000 sturgeon fry, which 
experiment he offered in proof of his 
claim. The striped bass he thinks can, by the use 
of racks or slides, be caughtina sufficiently ripe 
condition for use in artificial propagation in South- 
ern waters. For the California mountain trout 
fry raised by the New-York State Fish Commis- 
sion, 248 applications, from nearly every State and 
Ferritory, have been received. All applicants are 
to be given as many fry as New-York state origi- 
mally had, and the result will be, if other parties 
meet with the success that New-York has had, the 
production of 124,000,000 ot these gamey fish within 
the next six years. 

Eugene G. Blackford read aletter from S. M 
Johnson, of Boston, urging the necessity of the 
enforcement of the laws in order to proteet the 
lobster. The quantities ot small lobsters sent to 
and sold in New-York markets contrary to the 
various State laws has resulted ina great scarcity 
of this extremely edible crustacean, and a very 
large increase in price, Mr. Blackford supple- 
mented the letter by stating that the abuses of 
which Mr. Johnson complains have resulted in 
raising the priee, so that last Winter lob- 
sters sold for 2% cents a pound, and the 
supply even at that figure did not begin to 
equal the demand. He held that if New-York City 
had one good game constable who wonld see to it 
that the laws were enforced, and who would make 
one prosecution for violation of the laws, the 
abuses compjained of would correct themselves. 
Mr. Fred Mather then explained that the Legisla- 
ture had been asked to increase the number of 
game constables from eight to twelve. one to be 
assigned to New-York City and another to Long 
Island. A resolution was adopted instructing the 
officers to forward to Albany a request that this 
law might be placed on the statute books of the 
State. 

Mrs. Amelia Lewis spoke at considerable length 
about fish as a food, claiming it to be the healthiest 
of food, as well as one of the most nutritious and 
toothsome when properly prepared. If the Irish 
people had used fish instead of potatoes as their 
staple article of food, she claimed, the troubles 
which the people are now undergoing would never 
have been brought about. The use of fish as food 
she heid was conducive to both health and morali- 
ty. Some time was devoted to the subject of the 
eooking of fisn, but no receipts for cooking were 
pres. except the general one that a fish shali be 

Treated in accordance with its fibre, aroma, quali- 
ty, and genus, and deprecating the use of wine 
and onious in conjunction in the cooking of fish of 
any kind. 

A paper by Prof. John A. Ryder of the Smith- 
ronian Institute, on the food, breeding, and causes 
for the green color of oysters, was read by the Sec- 
retary, Mr. Barnet Phillips. This paper treated at 
length of the possibilities and probabilities of the 
artificial cultivation and propagation of the oyster. 
This problem must be solved, Mr. Phillips in 
explanation said, or else the oyster must 
virtually disappear as a cheap food fish, for, 
naturally, they will not reproduce rapidly 
enough, the often complained of destruc- 
tion of fish being infinitesimal in com- 
parison with the wholesale destruction of young 
oysters and oyster spawn or spat. The Professor 
gave an aecount of the continuation of experi- 
ments begun by Prof. W. K. Brooks. The spawn 
of tho female is stripped easily enough, and the 


necessary impregnation is accomplished by meth-, 


ods pursued in the treatment of eggs of fish de- 
signed for artificial hatching. The ova has been 
kept and cared for up to the sixth day of its life, 
but beyond that date experiments have thus far 
been complete failures, as no method has yet been 
discovered of forcing the spawn to attach itself 
to what are knownas “ clutches,” cither natural or 
artificial! resting-places for the spawn before it has 
developed from its embroynic state into the condi- 
tion known to ostracuiturists asispat. All appa- 
ratus looking toward such foreing has thus far 

roved a failure, the ry ee tried by the 

nited States having failed in its purpose to assist 
In the development of the ova into spat. The 
most successful experiment that has been made 
is that of Prof. 8. I. Smith, of Yale College, 
who has impregnated and incubated the ova of 
various crustaceans by the use of shallow plates, 
The color of the oyster, the Professor held, was 
due to the articles it absorbed as food, and these 
he had proved by aseries of careful experiments 
to be vegetable matters. The green color which 
is often found in the oyster is due, not to copper, 
as is sometimes erroneously supposed, but to the 
absorption of a green sea-weed which the oyster 
uses as food. Various other matters used will give 
to the oyster a red or biack tinge. This coloring 
does not affect the value of the oyster as an article 
of food, the tinted oyster being fully as good as 
the one retaining its natural color. If suceess can 
be attained in the artificial propagation of the 
oyster, it will be the greatest triumph yet achieved 
in fish-culture. If it canmet be done, both the 
writer of the paper and its reader predicted that 
in a few years the oyster would become as great a 
delicacy and as —, here as the bivalve now 
Is in England and ce. 

Col. McDonald, the Virginia Fish Commissioner, 
and one of the United States Fish Commissioners, 
made a statement to show how the migratory 
habits of the shad were affected by the tempera- 
ture of the water in which they live. His theory, 
founded upon the results of personal experiments 
and examinations, is an entirely new one, and oc- 
vasioned considerable surprise among even the ad- 
vanced fish-culturists of the association. That fish 
hatched in certain waters will usually return to 
them after wintering in the ocean is a well-attested 
fact. That it is not always true was first particu- 
larly noticed in the case of some shad hatched in 
the Connecticut River and placed in the Sacra- 
mento River in California, It was found that 
when they came in from the sea in the spawning 
season they went to- every river on the 
Pacific coast. The explanation commonly 
gre had been . that the fish remem- 

red their spawning grounds and returned 
to tnem through inst‘nct, and over this habit mach 
poetry and sentiment has been wasted. The almost 
entire absence of menhaden from the waters on 
the coast of Mains for two succeeding years {led to 
an examination of the water temperature, and it 
was found that during the two years when the 
schools of fish dia not appear off the Maine coast 
the water was 8° colder than the normal tempera-

temperature follow one another very close- 
ly. A. singular fact is that the shad 
enter the St. John’s River when the temperature 
is rising, and allother Atlantic rivers when the 
temperature is falling. A theory in the oase of the 
fish, who do not gotothe bottom for their food 
which he advanced was that the food of the sur- 
face fish also follows a temperature path, and the 
fish follow the food. The fact that millions of 
California salmon had been put in the rivers of the 
Atlantic coast as fry and had never feturned to 
their homes was alluded to. dust why this was so 
he could not explain, but his theory was that the 
water temperature natural to the California salmon 
in its spawning season—July and August—was 
much lower than that of the waters in which it 
had been originally placed. Led perhaps by in- 
stinct they may have returned to the rivers in 
which they had been placed when young, and find- 
ing the waters too warm they had gone back to 
cooler waters in the ocean, and there, or into still 
cooler rivers which they found, had deposited their 
spawn. This isthe only reason for their failure to 
reappear in the waters where their early life 
was passed. It was his opinion that the 
California salmon could never be acclimated 
to the waters of the Atlantic coast, and that all 
rove a failure. The 
Alabama River is, in his opinion, the only one on 
the Atlantic coast in which there is any chance of 
suecess, this being due to the fact that its waters 
ere always colder than those of the Gulf, into 
which itempties. This statement occasioned eon- 
siderable comment, but the only gentleman pres- 
ent who questioned the theory was the Hon. 
Samuel Wilmot, of Canada, who held that salmon 
did retarn to their native waters, this trait being 
due to the fact that they.are a fish of a superior 
order of intelligence. That the temperature 
theory did not always hold good in their case he 
thought was proved by the fact that he had canght 
salmon jn streams where the temperature was 80° 
and 85° during the breeding season. It was also 
held by this gentleman and by Mr. Evarts, of Ver- 
mont, that the California salmon changed its na- 
ture and character when transferred to Eastern 
waters. 

The Hon. Samuel Wilmot, a Fish Commissioner 
ef the Dominion of Canada, read a paperon the 
failure of the salmon fisheries in Canada at re- 
eurring intervals. Statistics were given to show 
that this falling off was at intervals of five years, 
and that it is not a precursor of the speedy ex- 
haustion of the fisheries. Natural consequences, 
he thought, were the oceasion for this peculiar 
fact, but nothing in the shape of a theory was ad- 
vanced to account forit, A per upon the hab- 
its, manner of capture, and edible qualities of 
the sword-fish, by Prof. Browne Goode, of the 
Smithsonian Institution, was the last paper read, 
The fish waa called a neglected food fish, and is 
found in the Northern Atlantic waters, appear- 
ing off Sandy Hook in June, and gradually work- 
ing eastward until September, when it is found off 
Montauk Point and Nantucket, disappearing when 
cold weather first approaches. r. Blackford 
stated that the fish is a to the halibut as an edi- 
bie fish, and is constantly growing in favor in the 
New-York market. 

The association adjourned to meet in Boston on 
the first Wednesday and Thursday of September

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THE TAX ON BANK SHARES.

over $10,000,000 saveD TO THIS CITY BY 
THE RECENT DECISION, 

A dispatch from Washington, printed in 
Tnx Times of yesterday, contained the announce- 
ment that the Supreme Court of the United States 
had decided the cases of the Albany National Ex- 
change Bank against Hills, Receiver of Taxes for 
Albany County, and of Stanley, a bank stock 
shareholder, against the Supervisors of the County 
of Albany, holding that taxes paid on bank shares 


under the statute of 1866 could not be recovered 
unless paid under protest. It is claimed by Corpo- 
ration Counsel Whitney that the effect of this de- 
cision will be te preclude the recovery of about 
$10,000,000 of taxes paid by citizens of this City. It 
was decided by the Court of Appeals of this State, in 
the case of the peopie, &c., against Dolan, reported 
in 36 New-York Reports, page 59, that a shareholder 
in a national bank was not entitled to have his 
debts deducted from the valuation of his shares, 
notwithstanding such a deduction was made to in- 
dividuals assessed on account of other forms of 
personal property. That decision was rendered in 
1867, and the Tax Commissioners were guided by it 
up to 1879. In the early part of 1880, it was decided 
by the United States Supreme Coart, in the case of 
the people, &e., against Weaver, that the act of 1866, 
which provided for the assessment of bank shares, 
as so construed by the Court of Appeals, was in 
conflict with the act of Congress which permits 
shares in national banks to be assessed and taxed 
in the different States where the banks were situ- 
ated. in pursuance of this decision the Tax Com- 
missioners allowed such deductions to such share- 
holders in 1880, but the most of the nationaland 
State banks in this City, nevertheless, began suits 
by proceedings in certiorari in the Supreme Court 
to set aside the assessments of their shareholders 
for that year. The taxes so imposed in this City 
for that year amounted to about $1,500,000. The 
Counsel to the Corporation made a motion at Gen- 
eral Term to quash the certiorari proceedings, but 
after the motions had been argued and while they 
were pending, undecided, Judge Wallace, of the 
United States Circuit Court tor the Northern Dis- 
trict of New-York, rendered a decision in the 
Albany Exchange Bank case, above alluded to 
holding that the act of 1866 under which State and 
national bunk shares were assessed was wholly 
void, and that no valid assessment whatever 
of such shares could be made __ there- 
under in this State. Opes that decision 
being announced, the banks discontinued the cer- 
tiorari proceedings and began suitsin the United 
States Circuit Court in this City to set aside all 
assessments of their shares for the year 1880. In 
these actions they obtained temporary injunctions 
restraining the collection of the tax. After- 
ward Stanley, who was the Assignee of 
shareholders in the Albany Exchange Na- 
tional Bank, brought an  aetion against 
the Albany Supervisors to recover back the taxes 
imposed on such shareholders during several 
preceding years. This case was also heard before 
Judge Wallace, who held‘that the action could be 
maintained, and gave judgment for the plaintiff 
for about $60,000. From the decree in the equity 
sult above mentioned, perpetually restraining 
tiie Receiver of Taxes in Albany from collecting 
the taxes for a particular year, and from 
such judgment for $60,000, for back taxes, appeals 
were taken tothe United States Supreme Court, 
and the cases were subsequently advanced upon 
the calendar, and were heard before that court in 
January last. Meantime answers were interposed 
by Mr. Whitney, the Corporation Counsel, in the 
suits broughtin the United States court to restrain 
the collection of the $1,500,000 levied in New-York 
in 1880. Mr. Whitney, having ascertained that the 
Albany cases had been advanced on the calendar, 
retained Mr. Wheeler H. Peckham, one of the 
counsel in the Albany cases, to represent the City of 
New-York upon the argument of “the Albany eases, 

Jiaborate briefs were prepared on behalf of the City 
of Albany and the City of New-York, and the cases 
were argued at great length, and the Supreme 
Court bas reeently reversed the decision of Judge 
Wallace in both cases. The vast importance of the 
decision to the tax-payers of the City of New-York 
will be understood when it is known that if the de- 
cisions of Judge Wallace had been sustained ac- 
tions could have been maintained against the City 
of New-York, alone, to recover the taxes levied for 
a number of years past, which, with interest, would 
have amounted to not less than $10,000,000,

COLUMBIA COLLEGE. 


—_— 
A NEW PROFESSOR FOR THE CHAIR OF ENG- 
LISH LITERATURE. 

The Board of Trustees of Columbia College 
have unanimously elected Prof. Thomas Randoiph 
Price to the chair of English literature in that 
college, and Prof. Price will assume the duties of 
his position in October next, He is a native of 
Richmond, Va. His father, Thomas R. Price, 
whose mother was one of the Randolphs of 


Roanoke, was among the foremost merchants of 
the South before the war. He bore the highest 
reputation and had unbounded credit. He was 
well known to the prominent business men of this 
City, and no Southerner’s acquaintance was more 
esteemed by them. To that class of citizens the 
election of Mr. Price’s son to a Professorship in 
Columbia College will be peculiarly gratifying. 
Mr. Price was one of those merchants in the South 
who, at the close of the war, determined to pay 
dollar for dollar of his debts among Northern 
merchants, and he sueceeded in paying to 
such ereditors all that he owed them at 
the breaking out of the war. His son 
was graduated from the University ¥ Virginia in 
1858, and received the degree of M. A. His father 
possessed great wealth at that time, and sent him 
abroad to complete his edneation. The young 
man studied at Berlin, Heidelberg, Paris, Dresden, 
and Vienna, and traveled through the East, spend- 
ing much of his time in Greece. After the 
war he founded a school for boys in Rich- 
mond. Va., and remained there until called 
to a Professorship in Randolph acon) Col- 
lege. Later he accepted a Professorship 
in the University of Virginia, and although Pro- 
fessor of Greek there, his favorite study was always 
English literature. He ranks emOng. the best 
Anglo-Saxon scholars in the country. e assisted 
Prof. R. L. Gildersleeve in the preparation of his 
grammar, and was mentioned for the chair of 
English literature in Princeton College, but at that 
time felt that he should remain in the Universit 

of Virginia, where he had_ succeeded Prof. 
Gildersleeve. The latter was called from Virginia 
to the Greek Professorship in Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity in Baltimore. The Board of Trustees of 
Columbia College considered the qualifications of 
between 30 and 40 candidates before electing Prof. 
Price to the chair of English literature. Prof, 
Price {is about 41 years of age, of genial disposition, 
and {s very handsome in appearance. He is a mem- 
ber of the Protestant Episcopal Church, of which 
his grandfather was a Bishop, Now that Prof, Price 
is to be one of the Faculty offColumbia College, the 
young men of the South will no doubt be strongly 
attracted to this college.

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MR. BARNUM'S ANXIETY. 

Mr. P. T. Barnum has been making ealls at 
the Custom-house recently. His beloved Jumpo it 
is that has impelled him to these visits down town. 
Mr. Barnum {s slightly agitated over the prospect 


of removing his purchase to American soil when 
the vessel bringing the twenty-thousand-doilar 
treasure shall arrive. The agent who holds the bill 
of lading certifying that “one elephant has been 
shipped” to the great showman is not com- 
ing on the same steamer with Jumbo. His 
vessel will arrive a day or two later. And in 
the meantime Mr. Barnum is not content that 
Jumbo shall be stowed away below deck as so 
mueh unclaimed freight, and so Mr. Barnum 
has asked to be permitted to file with Collector 
Robertson an indemnity bond for $40,000— 
twice Jumbo’s cost—pending the absence 
of agent and bill of lading. He had an in- 
terview with the Collector on the snbject yester- 
day, and during the same call he fell into a pleas- 
ant conversation touching the coming elephant. 
There isa duty of 20 per cent. upon imported live 
stock, an exception being provided in cases where 
the importation is for the good of the country 
through an intention to improve the native stock. 
A duty of 20 per cent. upon Jumbo's value would 
necessitate an outlay of $4,000 by Mr. Barnum. 
The successful showman, however, smiled his 
blandest smile when his eye fell upon this provi- 
sion yesterday.
